I 
should  have  answered  sooner  but  I  had  to  write 
several  letters  for  more  information  on  the  sub- 
ject. I  cannot  give  you  very  much  informa- 
tion concerning  the  family,  but  what  I  can  I 
will  gladly  give.  The  children  of  Riley  and 
Pricilla  Haworth  are:  1  Louis,  born  June  '),

George  Ha«orth  « lio  eiiiigialcd  lo  Anierita  with  William 
I'eiiii  in  1699.  lie  «a.s  born  on  hi»  father's,  farm  in  liu..ks 
tount)  rennsjlvania.  .\fter  the  death  of  his  father.  «hii.h 
,)i;currcil  November  2S,  1724.  he.  in  company  «  ith  hi>  brolh- 
er.s,  emigrated  Miutll«ard  into  Virginia  and  later  passed  on 
into  .North  Carolina,  settling  on  the  Yadkin  river  at  apUie 
lo-day  called  Itoone  township,  il  being  the  home  of  that 
celebrated  hunter  and  Indian  uarrior,  Daniel  lloune. 

lie,  with  his  brother  George,  accompanied  lioone  on  his 
second  Irij)  to  Kentucky  in  1773.  lieing  repulsed  by  the 
Indians,  the  Ha.iorth  brothers  were  much  discouraged  and 
returned  with  their  lamilies  to  their  former  home  on  the 
Vadkin  remaining  there  for  many  years.  About  the  year 
iSoo  James  removed  his  family  to  Ohio. 

The  exact  date  of  the  arrival  of  James  and  George  Ha- 
worth  in  North  Carolina  is  unknown  10  the  writer;  but  he  is 
inclined  to  believe  it  must  have  been  several  years  prior  to 
Uoone's  second  trip  into  Kentucky.  Stephanus,  a  brother 
uf  James  and  George,  was  then  living  on  the  Opekon  river 
in  Virginia.  In  1763,  .Micajah  and  George,  two  sons  of 
Stephanus,  emigrated  southward  into  North  Carolina,  stop- 
ping for  a  short  while  in  lioone's  settlement  on  the  Vadkin, 
probably  with  their  uncles,  James  and  George. 

They  then  journeyed  eastward  and  when  passing  through 
the  country  traversed  by  tli«  little  stream  lo-day  known  as 
•'Wright's  creek,"  a  small  tributary  of  Kich  Fork  of  Ab- 
bolt's  creek,  they  stopped  over  night  vvith  John  McCurry. 
The  next  morning  Micajah  decided  to  go  no  further  and  ac- 
cordingly engaged  to  work  for  Mr.  McCurry,  whose  daugh- 
ter he  afterward  married.  George  located  a  few  miles  east 
in  the  present  county  of  Guilford  which  at  that  time  was  a 
part  of  Kouan. 


On  their  journey  10  North  Carolina  they  were  pursued  by 
Indians  and  in  order  to  throw  them  ofl  their  Hail  they  were 
forced  10  resort  to  stratagem.  They  were  crossing  a  stream 
when  the  liitle  fice  dog  which  they  were  taking  with  them 
gave  warning  of  the  foe.  They  succeeded  in  eluding  them 
by  wading  down  the  stream  for  several  miles  and  in  so  doing 
their  bundleof  clothing  which  they  were  carrying  on  their 
backs  fell  into  the  water  and  became  very  wet.  When  they 
thought  themselves  in  safety  they  spread  their  wet  clothing 
upon  the  ground  to  dry.  Again  the  Indians  appeared  upon 
the  scene  and  our  unfortunate  ancestors  were  forced  to  (Ice, 
leaving  all  their  possessions  except  the  little  dog,  whose 
mouth  they  securely  tied  with  hickory  bark  lest  it  shoul.l  be- 
tray  them  to  their  foe. 

Micajah's  land,  situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  Kowan 
county  near  the  line  of  Guilford,  was  granted  to  him  by 
Gov.  Caswell  in  two  tracts  consisting  of  250  and  200  acre.s 
each  bearing  dateof  Oct.  25.  i  7S6.  .Sixteen  years  after  the 
formation  of  Guilford  from  Kowan  and  Orlnge  counties. 
The  bcgining  of  the  plan  by  Henry  Davis  reads  as  follow,! 
".State  of  Noith  Carolina,  Kowan  county.  This  plan  being 
protracted  by  a  scale  of  forty  chains  to  an  inch,  represents  a 
tract  of  land  surveyed  for  Micajah  "Howard"  by  virtue  of  a 
warrant  .lated  the  nth  day  of  March  17S4."  The  price  paid 
for  the  land  was  fifty  shillings  per  hundred  acres. 

Karly  in  the  year  1787  a  h.g  house  was  erected  on  this 
land,  and  lo-.lay,  after  n  lapse  of  one  hundred  and  nineteen 
years  is  still  standing,  having  been  moved  perhaps  forty 
yards  from  the  place  where  it  originally  stoo.l.  One  poplar 
log  in  the  wall  of  the  old  house  was  used  by  the  b..ys  for  a 
bow  and  arrow  target  an.l  today  shows  the  edeci  of  their 
well  directed  arrows.  The  old  house  has  been  unoccupied 
since  1S99  and  is  fast  g,,ing  to  decay.  Its  occupants,  one 
by  one.  have  passed  over  death's  dark  river;  but  the  old 
house  still  stand,  like  a  lone  sentinel  keeping  watch  over  the 
sacred  memories  of  the  past;  pointing  with  an  unerring  lin- 
ger back  through  the  lapse  of  lleeting  years  to    the  moment

l.uhrs.  cut  from  the  .-.olid  rock  aiul  all  piobally  done  with  his 
own  hands.  In  after  years  lart;er  and  belter  mills  were 
built  on  larger  streams  and  this  one  was  allowed  to  decay. 
The  buhrs  are  to-day  doing  duty  as  a  corner  stone  under  the 
grain  barn  of  Solomon  I'ayne  who  owns  a  part  of  the  land 
once  owned  by  Micajah. 

He  died  June  2q,  |S22  and  vvas  buried  in  the  Friend's 
burial  ground  at  Springfield  church,  south  of  the  city  of 
High  I'oint.  A  list  of  his  family  as  recorded  in  his  family 
bible  now  in  the  possession  of  one  of  his  grand  children  is 
herewith  given:

By  occupation  he  was  a  farmer  and  mechan- 
ic. He  married  at  the  age  of  thirty-one  years. 
He  owned  a  farm  on  Abbott's  creek  and  built 
a  small  mill  on  that  stream  which  has  since 
been  rebuilt  and  has  always  borne  the  name 
of  "Howard's  Mill,"  a  name  which  seems  to 
have  clung  to  the  family  since  the  first  one 
landed  at  Philadelphia  with  William  Penn  in 
16')9.  Just  why  they  were  called  "Howard" 
the  writer  has  been  unable  to  acertain.  He  has 
examined  old  land  grants  and  deeds  dated  in 
17S4,  some  of  which  have  the  name  written 
"Hovi,-ard,"  proving  beyond  doubt  that  the 
family  were  verbally  called  by  that  name,  al- 
though they  invaribly  wrote  it  Haworth. 

Sometime  during  or  before  the  year  1830  a 
"y"  was  added  to  the  name  of  the  Southern 
Haworths,  making  their  name  read  Hayworth. 
The  Northern  branch  of  the  family,  it  seems, 
never  adopted  this  mode  of  spelling. 

Thinking  that  perhaps  a  short  sketch  of  the 
old  mills  history  would  prove  interesting  I 
submit  the  following:  During   the   winter  of 


1796  John  Haworth  built  a  dam  across  Abbotts 
creek  at  the  place  where  the  dam  now  stands. 
A  small  corn  mill  was  built  about  fifty  yards 
below  this  dam.  This  little  mill,  being  one  of 
four  which  had  been  built  in  this  portion  of 
Rowan  county  since  1750,  had  a  large  custom 
and  was  still  doinu  duty  at  the  death  of  its 
owner  in  April  1814. 

Sometime  prior  to  this  date,  two  of  the  four 
mills  mentioned  above  had  ceased  to  grind  the 
corn  of  the  settlers.  The  one  built  by  the 
Cridlet)Ough  family,  on  the  little  stream  to- 
.  day  known  as  Cridlebough  creek,  a  small  tribu- 
tary of  Rich  Fork  creek,  which  was,  without 
doubt,  the  oldest  of  the  four,  had  been  closed 
many  years  before  the  war  of  the  Revolution. 
Another  small  mill  was  built,  by  the  writer's 
father,  about  one  half  mile  above  the  old  site 
on  this  same  stream  sometime  during  the  50s. 
It  received  the  unique  name  of  '"Dustrious 
Mill,"  which  it  retained  as  long   as   it   steed. 

The  country  wherein  this  mill  stood  being 
exceedingly  hilly  and  covered  with  a  large  and 
dense  growth  of  trees  was  made  the  rendez- 
vous and  camping  ground  of  the  Tory  bands 
of  this  and  other  sections  during  the  war  of 
the  Revolution. 

During  that  perilous  time  bands   of   Tories 

were  scouring  the  country    in   all  directions, 

stealing,  torturing,  and   in   many   instances, 

murdering  defenceless  women   and  children. 
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Tradition  to-day  points  out  this  spot  as  the 
Tory  camp.  It  was  once  heavily  timbered 
land,  but  is  now  cultivated.  It  is  supposed 
that  the  band  buried  all  of  their  ill  gotten 
gains  with  the  intention  of  digging  them  up 
again  at  the  close  of  the  war;  but  the  King's 
army  did  not  so  easily  conquer  the  struggling 
patriots  and  all  the  Tory  element  were  forced 
to  leave  the  State  at  the  close  of  the  war. 
Tradition  here  says  they  had  not  the  time  to 
gather  up  their  treasures  and  were  obliged  to 
leave  them.  The  only  undisputable  evidence 
to  day  produced  in  favor  of  this  traditious  tale 
is  the  finding  upon  this  old  camp  ground  of  a 
lot  of  old  pewter  plates  piled  one  upon  anoth- 
er, also  a  few  old  and  very  rusty  gun    barrels. 

About  eighty  years  after  the  close  of  the 
war  'tis  said  one  of  the  descendants  of  this 
Tory  band  visited  this  community  for  the  pur- 
pose of  locating  the  treasure,  but  the  land 
having  been  cleared  he  was  unable  to  do  so. 
The  only  mark  by  which  he  was  to  be  guided 
was  a  rudely  carved  picture  of  a  man  upon  the 
bark  of  the  tree  by  which  the  money  was  buri- 
ed. This  picture,  tradition  further  says,  was 
carved  with  its  head  downward  in  order  that 
it  might  easily  be  found  among  all  the  other 
pictures  which  had  been  carved  upon  the  trees 
by  the  boys  of  the  surrounding  country. 

After  John  Haworths  death  his  mill  re- 
mained in  the  p:)ssession  of  his  widow  for  a- 
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bout  six  years  and  tlion  passed  into  the  liands 
of  the  two  oldest  sons,  Elijah  and  John  Jr. 
This  occurred  perliaps  in  1S20.  The  custom 
becominj;  so  jjreat  in  after  years  it  was  tlioujjht 
best  to  build  a  lar-jer  house  and  add  a  wheat 
mill  thereto.  In  former  years  both  wheat  and 
corn  were  jjround  in  the  same  mill,  the  sepera- 
tion  of  the  bran  from  the  flour  beint;  done  by 
the  primitive  method  of  hand  boltinjj.  In 
order  to  jjet  more  pjwer  from  the  limited  wa- 
ter supply  it  was  tliou;^ht  best  to  leuijthen  the 
race  about  one  hundred  yards.  This  was  <lone 
a  short  while  after,  and  a  larj^e  frame  house 
was  built  which  is  still  standing  to  day. 

The  little  tub  mill  was  changed  into  a  saw 
mill  a  short  while  previous  to  the  buildintr  of 
the  new  house  and  all  the  material  used  there- 
in was  sawed  there.  In  after  years  the  mill 
passed  into  the  hands  of  John  Franklin  Ha- 
worth,  son  of  John  Jr.,  and  E.  H.  Haworth, 
son  of  Alfred,  and  Capt.  Wilson  L.  Cecil.  A 
lary:e  enjjine  and  boiler  was  purchased,  also  a 
new  saw  mill,  ami  all  was  arranjjed  to  be  run 
by  either  water  or  steam.  It  is  one  of  two 
buhr  mills  yet  remaininsif  in  this  section  and 
enjoys  a  very  larjje  patronajje.  It  is  owned  to 
day  by  J.  S.  Spurtreon  &  Son,  O.  S.  Craven 
and  C.  A.  Davis.  It  has  now  passed  entirely 
out  of  the  Haworth  family,  havintj  remained 
in  their  possession  for  one  hundred  and  eijjht 
years, 
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The  followinc  list  of  his  family  h«  been  compiled  by  >he  .vrilet 
from  the  only  available  dales  in  his  possession.  The  old  family  bible 
containinL.-  ihe  family  record  ivas  taken  br  Mary  or  Alice  when  ihey 
let.  Nor.h  Carolina.  The  descendanls  of  Mary.  Alice.  Newell  or 
Emsle.v.  if  any.  are  perhaps  in  Indiana  or  Iowa.  The  writer  has 
failed  to  find  any  of  them,  althonh  he  has  made  several  attempts  to

Weiser,  Idahp.,  July  1'*,  l')05. 
Dear  Sir: —  Your  letter  written  to  my  dau^rh- 
ter  Etta  was  refered  to  me  to  answer.  In  re- 
gards to  our  family  history  I  will  say:  My 
grandfather,  Jonathan  Haworth,  moved  from 
Ohio  to  Vermilion  county  111.  about  the  year 
1820  and  died  there,  leaving  three  sons:  Peter, 
Richard  and  James.  Peter  (my  father)  mar- 
ried Matilda  Shadley  and  to  them  were  born 
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four  children  all  of  whom  died  before  reachiny: 
maturity  except  the  writer,  (James  W.  Ha- 
worth )  and  by  a  second  marriage  of  my  father 
a  half  brother:  Samuel  R.  who  now  lives  at 
La  drande,  (Vegan.  Richard,  (father's  broth- 
er) married  Sarah  Dukes  and  to  this  union 
there  were  live  chiUlren  reaching  maturity:

Am  in  rt;»-eipt  of  a  letter  from  my  daujjhter- 
in-law,  of  Trenton,  X.  J.,  with  your  letter  to 
her  incloseil,  which  I  will  answer,  as  per  your 
reijuest,  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  My  trrand 
father  landed  at  Charleston  over  100  years  ay;o 
by  <|uite  a  number  of  years.  He  married  a 
Miss  Marion.  After  the  death  of  my  <;rand 
father,  grand  ma  married  a  Rishboo.  She 
owned  the  Warm  Sprintjs  o1"  Buncomb  coun- 
ty, at  which  plave  I  was  born.  Grand  father, 
whose  name  was  Jos.  Robt.  Howorth,  had  the 
followintr  children:  Sarah,  who  married  P.  H. 
Xeilson,  of  North  Carolina;  uncle  Ben,  who 
was  drowned  in  the  French  Broad  river  while 
tryinjj  to  drown  a  deer;  uncle  Henry,  who  died 
in  Xo.xumba  county,  this  state;  My  father, 
who  died  in  Clay  county,  this  state,  some 
twenty  years  ago.  My  father  had  four  boys: 
Dr.  D.  G.,  dead;  Henry,  dead;  Jos.  Robert, 
killed  during  war  in  Virginia,  age  17;  and 
myself,  Ben  Marion,  age  73.  Our  name  has 
been  spelled  in  many  ways.  My  merchants 
from  whom  I  bought  goods  for  years  most  al- 
ways spelled  it  "Haworth." 

When  grandfather  came  to  this  country  he 
did  not  take  out  naturalization  papers  and 
failed  to  take  part  in  some  war  with  the  In- 
dians; being  twitted  by  some  gentlemen  in 
Charleston  because  he  was  a  coward  he  very 
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promptly  extended  a  challenge  in  which  duel 
he  was  hit  in  the  forehead  making  a  dent  a- 
bout  one  half  inch  deep.  This  I  have  heard 
pa  tell  many  times.  After  the  duel  grand  pa 
said  the  reason  he  did  not  take  out  the  citizen- 
ship papers  was  because  he  had  a  large  estate 
in  Chancery  and  was  afraid  if  he  took  out  such 
papers  it  might  be  against  him.  My  father 
said  time  and  again  that  he  was  satisfied  there 
was  a  large  amount  in  the  hands  of  the  Crown 
of  England  belonging  to  the  Howorths. 

About  the  time  the  war  broke  out  it  was 
my  intention  to  ^o  to  England  and  investigate 
the  matter;  but  the  war  left  me  in  such  a  short 
condition  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  go. 

If  I  can  further  you  in  your  investigation  in 
any  way  I  shall  be  glad  to  do  so.

Eliza  H.  Wright,  wife  of  the  late  Ralph 
Wright  and  daughter  of  John  Cecil,  died  Feb. 
18,  1906.  She  was  born  March  3,  1819.  Age 
86  years,  11  months  and  15  days.

Rev.  Louis  Haworth,  a  baptist  minister, 
died  suddenly  at  his  home  in  Readland,  Cal., 
Dec.  13,  1905.  He  was  the  son  of  Riley  and 
Pricilla  Haworth. 
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This  paper  is  not  devoted  alone  to  the  North 
Carolina  branch  of  the  family,  but  to  every 
one  who  bears  the  Haworth  name  or  who  are 
related  thereto  the  world  over.  If  you  have 
any  old  family  diary  or  old  letters  pertaining 
to  the  older  members  of  the  family,  please  send 
a  copy  of  them  to  me.  I  have  examined  many 
of  these  old  books  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
older  members  of  the  family. 

It  seems  that  before  the  introduction  of  the 
printers  art  into  North  Carolina,  or  rather  be- 
fore the  day  of  news  papers,  it  was  a  custom 
for  some  one  of  eacli  locality  to  keep  a  book 
in  which  was  written  the  most  important  hap- 
penings of  the  community,  \7hile  these  crude 
efforts  at  journali-osn  could  net  cover  the  field 
like  our  local  papers  of  to-day,  yet  they  un- 
doubtedly served  a  purpose  in  partially  filling 
the  vacancy  caused  by  their  lack.  Prior  to 
June  1764  no  newspaper  had  been  issued  in  the 
state.  James  Davis,  of  Newbern,  and  Andrew 
Stewart,  of  Wilmington,  were  the  only  print- 
ers and  their  time  was  chiefly  occupied  in  the 
printing  of  the  laws.  In  June  1764  Davis  be- 
gan publishing  a  paper  called  the  North  Car- 
olina Magazine,  which  was  the  first  pajier 
published  in  North  Carolina.  In  September 
of  the  same  year  Stewart  began  a  rival  publi- 
cation at  Wilmington,  called  the  Weekly  Post 
Boy.

Letier  from  R.ees  Ha.wortK. 

Richland,  Iowa.  3rd  mo.  26,  I'XXS. 
I  am  a  son  of  Eli.  the  sixth  son  of  James, 
the  son  of  James,  the  fourth  son  of  George 
tlio  Emigrant.  My  father  with  his  family 
left  Vermillion  county  Illinois  in  1840  and  emi- 
grated to  what  was  then  known  as  "The  Black 
Hawk  Territory."  We  crossed  the  Mississip- 
pi river  at  Burlington,  which  was  then  a  small 
village  of  log  cabins.  We  moved  into  the 
township  where  we  now  reside.  Our  location- 
was  within  three  and  one  half  miles  of  the 
2'> 


Indian  line;  beinj;  about  lifty-tive  miles  west 
of  the  Mississippi  river.  All  the  land  west  of • 
us  to  the  Pacific  coast  belonged  to  the  Indians. 
This  was  indeed  a  wild  country;  beinjj  close 
neijjhbor  to  the  red  men  they  were  at  our  house 
daily.  Everythinj;  was  just  as  nature  made 
it.  The  howl  of  the  wolf,  the  wildcat,  the 
lynx  and  panther  could  be  heard  in  the  dis- 
tance. The  black  bear  was  sometimes  seen  in 
the  juntjles,  or  his  foot-prints  in  the  mud  of 
the  streams.  Wild  deer  wandered  about  in 
droves  at  their  will  and  wild  turkey  were  al- 
most as  common  as  black-birds  are  now.  I 
have  seen  them  sit  on  our  yard  fence  not  two 
rods  from  the  door. 

I  remember,  when  about  fifteen  years  of  a^e, 
tiointj  out  with  some  men  and  seeinjj  them  kill 
a  black  bear.  I,  bein-j  the  youn<je>t,  was  sent 
to  invite  the  neijjfhbors  to  dine  with  us  next 
day.  There  were  forty  who  eat  bear  meat  at 
our  house  next  day.

After  the  reslor.ili,. 11  of  Charles    II    this    persecution    be- 
came so  ^le.u  ili.u  iii.Tiiy  people  emigrated  to    the    colonies, 
preferring  the  «iids  of  .\iiicrica  to  the  severe  persecution  in 
their  own  country.      The  religious  sect  most    severely  perse-  . 
cuted  in  Kn.-bnd  d.uiiig  this  time  were  the(>al>ers. 

\Villi.iiii,l'eiui.  born  in  London  in  1644,  the  son  of  Ad- 
mir.il  William  IVi.ii.  early  embraced  the  religion  of  the 
KrieiuU  „lucli  ^o.■^l,gered  iiis  father  ih.tt  he  drove  him  from 
hi-  lu.u-e.  but  Liier  became  reconciled  to  him  and  called  him 
back.  IVnn  had  a  large  claim  against  king  Charles  !  I  for 
money  due  liis  fallier,  and  the  king  being  greatly  in  debt 
found  it  iiupo>-il.le  to  |>ay  it.  lie  was  persuaded  by  I'enn  to 
gram  him  a  lerrih.ry  on  the  «est  side  of  the  Delaware  river. 
•uhich  at  lasi  he  decided  to  du,  naming  it  IVnnsylvania  in 
honor  of  Tenirs  failier.

Suel  Hiatt  and  family  moved  to  Iowa  in  1S45 
and  .siettled  in  Ilillsboroujjh,  Henry  county,  re- 
maining there  two  years.  He  then  returned 
t  J  North  Carolina  in  company  with  a  younu 
man  named  York,  to  look  after  some  estate  he 
had  left.  When  he  attain  returned  to  Iowa  he 
K)C.iteil  in  Appanoose  county.  He,  with  the 
help  of  his  b^>ys,  maiiul'actui'ed  brick  and  built 
a  house  which  is  still  standinjj  to  day. 

The  present  post  office  of  Hiattsville  was 
name.l  in  honor  of  the  family;  bein^j  located  on 
their  land.  This  emijjration  occurred  many 
years  before  the  rail  roads  were  built  in  the 
sjuth  ami  all  travelin^r  was  done  in  wajions. 

Suel  and  family  returned  to  North  Carolina 
on  a  visit  in  1S4S,  remaininyr  here  until  April 
1S4').  They  tlien  returned  to  their  home  in 
Iowa  accompanied  by  a  nuaiberof  North  Caro- 
linians who  had  decided  to  try  their  fortune 
m  the  then  new  country.  In  a  letter  written 
me  several  months  ajro  by    Mrs.  Nancy  Mead- 


ows,  (oneof  Suel  Hiatt's  chihlren)  she  thus 
thus  describes  the  journey:  "We  left  uncle  Ri- 
ley Ha\s'orth's  on  Tuesday  April  ....  185').  In 
our  Emigrant  train  were  ei-jht  wagons  and  4S 
people.  When  we  camped  the  first  night  some 
were  sad  and  some  were  happy.  It  rained  on 
us  nearly  every  day,  some  real    hard    rains. 

The  wagons  being  very  much  loaded  we 
walked  a  great  part  of  the  time.  One  day 
when  it  was  raining  hard  I  was  walking  with 
two  other  girls  when  we  met  a  j'oung  man  to 
whom  I  said:  "Howdy  do,  I'm  well,  how're 
you?"  The  young  man  replied:  "I  think  that 
I  feel  better  than  you  do  wading  the  mud." 

LETTER  FROM  LEWIS  HIATT. 
When  about  nine  years  of  age  my  parents 
moved  to  Iowa.  On  our  journey  we  saw  some 
very  interesting  scenery  and  had  some  pretty 
rough  times  too.  One  incident  I  remember 
very  distinctly.  While  going  over  the  moun- 
tains we  saw  a  number  of  pet  bears  and  our 
parents  told  us  if  we  got  behind  any  distance 
such  things  would  catch  us.  One  day  we 
stopped  on  a  mountain.  Mother  and  some  of 
the  women  went  on.  I  and  two  girls  about 
my  sixe  stopped  thinking  we  would  ride,  but 
father  bid  us  go  on  and  overtake  those  who 
had  gone  on  before.  We  started  down  the 
mountain  but  before  going  far  heard  some- 
thing in  the  brush  by  the  roadside.  I  threw 
a  stone  and  something  came  tearing  through 
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the  brush  and  of  course  we  thought  it  was 
a  bear  and  if  you  ever  saw  kirts  run  we  did 
it.  When  we  overtook  the  wagons  we  were 
nearly  out  of  breath  and  being  asked  what 
was  the  matter  we  told  them  that  one  of  those 
big  bears  was  after  us.  We  came  to  Henry 
county  and  staid  a  while,  then  to  Appanoose 
county  where  I  staid  until  I  enlisted  as  a  sol- 
dier in  the  civil  war.  I  first  went  out  in  1861, 
was  gone  eleven  months.  I  enlisted  again  in 
1S62  and  served  through  the  entire  war.  I 
was  in  the  battles  of  Ft.  Pemburton,  Helena, 
Little  Rock,  Elkin's  Ford,  Prairie  Island,  Cam 
den,  Marks  Mills  and  Jenkin's  Ferry*  After 
the  war  I  came  back  to  my  fathers  and  broke 
prairie  until  I  was  married.  I  then  moved  on 
•  my  farm  where  I  lived  until  last  year.  I  am 
now  living  in  the  town  of  Moravia.

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OBITUARY. 

Mr.  T.  B.  F.  Haworth,  better  known  as 
"Uncle  Frank,"  died  at  his  home  near  here 
(Archdale,  N.  C.)  this  week  of  pneumonia. 

Mr.  Haworth  lived  at  the  old  home  place  in 
the  house  his  father  built  over  100  years  ago. 
He  has  two  sisters  and  a  wife  who  survive 
him.  He  was  the  youngest  member  of  a  fami- 
ily  of  14  children  and  was  76  years,  5  months 
and  4  days  old  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  well  known,  especially  so  among  the 
Quakers,  being  one  of  some  note  and  one  who 
was  always  at  his  place  in  the  church,  willing 
to  help  in  any  way  possible  for  the  upbuilding 
of  his  church.  He  was  a  man  who  will  be 
missed,  especially  in  sickness.  He  was  also 
one  of  our  best  farmers  and  carried  on  farm- 
ing to  a  large  extent,  doing  part  of  the  plow- 
ing himself  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He 
was  sick  only  a  little  over  a  week  and  wheti 
taken  sick  he  told  one  of  his  sisters  that  he 
would  never  get  well.  The  interment  occurr- 
ed Monday  afternoon  (April  16)  at  Springfield 
burying  ground  with  a  large  number  of 
F.^iends  in  attendance.

BARNABAS  P.,  tenth  child  of  John  Jr.  and

federate service  in  1S62  and  was  taken  sick 
shortly  afterward  and  placed  in  the  Hospital 
at  Petersburjj,  Virginia  where  he  died  on  the 
25th  of  October  following.  His  remains  were 
brought  home  by  his  sister,  Rebecca  Jane,  and 
his  brother-in-law,  Wm.  Mojre.  On  the  re- 
turn trip  from  Petersburg  quite  a  serious 
wreck  occurred  on  the  rail  road  near  Raleigh, 
N.  C.  in  which  Rebecca  Jane  received  internal 
injuries  from  which  she  died  a  few  days  after- 
ward. Wm.  Moore  had  an  arm  broken  in  this 
wreck. 

Barnabas  P.  lies  buried  in  the  Abbott's 
Creek  churchyard.  The  marble  slab  at  his 
grave  bears  this  inscription:

H;ive  just  received  from  Rees  Haworth,  of 
Riclil.mil,  Iowa,  copy  of  a  sonjj  written  by  his 
brother  after  the  battle  of  Helena,  which  was 
fought  July  4,  1S(..>. 

Have  also  lately  received  from  Dr.  O.  J. 
Pennini,'ton,  of  Earlhani,  Iowa,  a  chart  of  the 
family  which  is  quite  valuable  to  me,  for  by 
its  aid  I  am  enabled  to  locate  various  persons 
and  families  in  the  branch  of  the  family  to 
which  they  belonjj. 

John  W.  Haworth,  of  the  firm  of  Buchan  & 
Co.,  of  Aurora,  Neb.,  sending;  his  subscription 
under  date  of  June  15th  says:  "I  will  send 
you  in  a  few  days  a  record  of  our  family  as 
far  back  as  I  can  trace  them." 

In  the  tirst  issue  of  the  Record  I  published 
3.  note  following  Mr.  Hall's  letter  in  which  I 
stated  that  his  grandfather  James  was  the  son 
of  George  the  Emigrant.  I  was  very  much 
mistaken  and  saw  my  error  a  short  while  after, 
but  had  not  sufficient  proof  in  my  possession 
to  make  a  correction.  Since  then  I  have  writ- 
ten various  members  of  the  family  and  I  now 
have  the  proof.  He  was  the  third  child  of 
Nathaniel,  the  son  of  Absalom,  the  son  of 
George  the  Emigrant.  He  married  Anna  Cop- 
pock  and  resided,  as  stated  in  my  note,  on  the 
Yadkin  river  in  the  Boone  settlement. 
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In  the  absence  of  sufficient  proof  I  confused 
this  names  with  James  the  son  of  James,  the 
son  of  George  the  Emigrant.  In  the  August 
issue  of  this  paper  I  intend  to  publish  all  the 
papers,  records,  etc.  now  in  my  possession 
concerning  the  descendants  of  Absalom  the 
son  of  George  the  Emigrant.  Much  of  this 
matter  will  doubtless  be  new  to  many  of  the 
family,  for  in  past  years  but  little  has  been 
known  concerning  them. 

Have  lately  reTeived  a  long  and  interesting 
letter  froni  Judge  John  H  Henderson,  of  Indi- 
anolia,  Iowa,  from  which  I  herewith  publish 
a  few  extracts  as  follows:

He  still  resides  on  the  farm 
where  his  father  was  born  and  died,  which 
has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  family  for 
more  than  one  hundred  years. 

Writing  to  me  under  date  of  July  IS,  Mr. 
Haworth  says: 

••.Misaloin  iUwonh  camt  to  Tjnnesstt  (ihcii  Nonli  Caro- 
lina)  about  the  year  i7Soancl  !,cttlcd  on  the  river  seven  miles 
east  of  Greenville.  On  this  farm  he  Iruilt  a  lari;e  house  of 
hewn  pine  loys  which  «as  afterward  used  by  the  neii;hbors 
as  a  place  of  safety  in  which  to  leave  their  f.imilies  when 
they  went  to  ti-ht  the  Indians.  The  lo^is  for  this  house  were 
rioated  down  the  river  aboui  two  miles  from  the  place  w  here 
they  were  cut.  About  sixty  years  ago  my  father  liuilt  a 
house  on  an  other  pan  of  the  farm  and  moved  the  old  house 
and  erected  it  ajjain  as  a  tenant  house  and  il  still  stands  in 
good  condition  to  day.  Afte,  uncle  Absalom  was  married 
he  moved  up  the  river  about  one  and  one  half  miles. 

One  day  while  in  the  harvest  Held  a  number  of  men  came 
down  the  river  in  a  boat  (which  was  a  common  occurrence 
before  the  railroad,  were  built)  ami  they  talked  very  rough 
to  his  wife.  Coming  home  s,i.)n  after  and  learning  of  the 
occurrence  and  knowing  thai  by  taking  a  near  route  he  could 
overtake  the  lioat  at  a  certain  place  in  the  river  where  there 
was  a  perpendicular  cliff.  He  did  so  and  reached  the  place 
in  time  to  gather  up  a  number  of  large  stones  and  when  the 
boat  came  along  threw  them  with  such  accurate  aim  that 
the  men  in  the  boat  became  confused,  drojiped  their  oari 
turned  around  in  the  river.  Th«  place  hu  since  been  called 
Ft.  Howard. 

The  name  hat  always  been  spelled  Haworth  ahhough  they 
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were  calliil  "llowaril."  My  father  was  named  Ilowar.i  by 
his  pareiu~.  lici;au^e  ihev  llioii^hl  it  mi^lit  cause  people  lo 
call  llie  name  ri(;hl  aiid'l  suppose  il  ili-l  a^  no  one  calls 
Ihem  ••n..«aril"  now.  (JranJfalher.  Absalom  Ha«orlh  \>  as 
a  Quaker  and  is  buried  al  ihe  old  Quaker  l.unal  ground  one 
milewcsi  of  Kheatown.  Tenn.

Levi  was  the  son  of  James,  the  son  of  James, 
the  fourih  child  of  (ieorjre  the  Emigrant.  I 
cannot  trace  his  wife,  Phiube,  back  very  far, 
although  her  name  was  Haworth  Ix'forc  she 
was  mnrricd.

Phoebe  and  Levi  were  married  in  Indiana.

LETTER  FROM  SAMUEL  HAWORTH 
TO  THE  WRITER. 
Promise  City,  Iowa.  Sept.  3,  I'fOd. 
Dear  Friend  and  Cousin, —  I  will    try    to    an- 
swer your  communication  received  some   time 
ajjo  in  regards  to  the  family.  My  grand  fath- 
er must  have  been  born  in  North  Carolina   on 
the  ISth  day  of  March  1769.  I  have  no  record 
of  his  birth  but  according  to    his   own    state- 
ment he  was  70  years  3  months   and    17   days 
old  at  the  time  of  his   death  which   occurred 
July  5,  1839.     He  died  in  Park   county    Indi- 
ana and  is  buried  in  the  Rock  Run   cemetery. 
He  had  two  brothers   whom  I   knew.     Their 
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names  were  Micajah  and  Jeremiah.  They 
both  raised  families  and  both  died  in  Indiana. 
I  do  not  know  v.'here  any  of  their  children  are 
now.  I  have  often  heard  ray  aunts  speak  of 
the  Paines,  but  I  have  no  records  except  what 
I  made  when  a  boy.  I  do  not  know  when  my 
grand  father  emigrated  to  Tennessee,  nor 
when  he  moved  to  Indiana,  but  the  last  move 
must  have  been  about  1827  or  1828.

Note, —  Samuel,  ion  of  Micajah  and  Mary  Ha«i  rth,  (St-c 
jiage  8  Jan.  Record.)  born  March  i8,  1769.  Married  Far. 
rabee  I'aine,  o(  Guilford  county.  North  Carolina.  The 
desccndanls  of  this  family,  like  that  of  many  iithcr>,  have 
changed  the  spelling  of  their  names  in  latter  years.  Ir> 
1760  there  were  a  few  families  of  I'aines  located  in  this 
part  of  l\o»an  which  afterward  became  UavidNon  county. 
To-day  their  descendants  all  write  their  names  I'ajne. 

The  date  of  the  emigation  of  .Samuel  and  his  family  to 
Tennessee  is  entirely  unLnov^n  to  the  writer.  The  lack  of 
regular  post  routes  in  North  Carolina  during  early  times 
was  detrimental  to  correspondence,  hence  families  w  idcly 
seperated  seldom  heard  from  each  other  except  by  private 
means.  Oft  times  1  am  at  a  loss  to  know  whether  (o  be 
astonished  or  indignant  at  the  early  government  of  North 
Carolina  for  not  providing  better  mail  facilities.  Had  it 
been  otherwise,  and  had  letters  been  passed  belu  ren  mem- 
bers of  families  thus  seperated,  1  perhaps  would  not  he  in 
ihe  position  to-day  wherein  I  now  sm  concerning  the  de- 
scendants of  the  family.

The  following  letter  lately  received  from  Prof.  B.  C.  Ua- 
wortli,  a  dcsccnilant  of  Jeremiah,  contains  much  informa- 
tion not  before  known  to  the  family.

De.tr  Mr.  Davis,—  I  am  greatly  interested  in 
the  investigation  you  are  conducting  with 
reference  to  the  Haworths.  I  have  compared 
your  list  of  descendants  of  George  the  Emi- 
grant with  statements  made  by  ray  father  to 
my  older  brother  and  taken  down  by  the  lat- 
ter shortly  before  father's  death,  and  am  con- 
vinscJ  that  he  was  the  son  of  Jeremiah,  son  of 
Micajah,  son  of  Stephanus,  son  of  George  the 
Emigrant.

The  above  data  seems  to  point  to  Micajah 
as  my  great-grand  father.  If  this  is  correct 
:ind  if  this  Micajah  is  the  one  named  on  page 
8  of  the  January  Record  then  my  father  be- 
longs to  the  fifth  generation  from  George  the 
Emigrant.  I  shall  be  glad. to  have  your  opin- 
ion as  to  the  correctness  of  this  conclusion. 

My  theory  about  the  spelling  "Howard"  is 
that  our  nair.e  in  the  old  country  was  pro- 
nounced Haw-orth,  not  Ha-worth,  and  that 
the  similarity  of  sound  between  Haw-orth  and 
Howard  led.  in  pioneer  times  when  less  atten- 
tion was  p.iid  to  such  matters  than  now,  to 
the  indiscriminate  use  of  the  two  words.  My 
father  has  often  told  rae  that  Haw-orth  was 
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tlie  true  pronunciation,  and  it  is  the  one  used 
by  nie.  I  would  like  to  know  how  manj'  of 
our  name  now  use  this  pronunciation. 

It  is  still  a  well  remembered  fact  that  the 
Vigo  county  Haworths  were  called  "Howard" 
as  often  as  Hayworrh.  My  cousin  Tilman 
accounts  for  this'by  declaring  it  was  only  a 
"nickname;"  but  it  is  more  likely  the  pir.iist- 
ent  echo  of  the  old  an.l  truer  pronunciation  of 
the  name.  With  apologies  for  the  length  of 
this  communication,  I  am.

The  following  song  written  by  James  Dillon  IIa«orlh 
was  sent  me  by  Kees  Haworth,  of  Kichland,  Iowa.  Writ- 
ing to  me  under  date  of  June  30,  Mr.  Haworth  says:  "In 
looking  through  an  old  scrap-book  of  my  mother's  I  tind  a 
copy  of  the  enclosed  song  written  after  the  battle  of  Helena 
by  my  brother,  James  Dillon  Haworth,  who  sened  three 
years  in  the  Union  army  during  the  Civil  war."

In  ihe  {ollo«int;  iiane;,  wil)  be  found  all  records,  papers, 
eic.  now  ill  my  po'.>cs»ion  concerning  the  descendant!,  of 
Alfred  IlaMi.rlh.  son  of  J<  hn  and  .Susannah  Haworlli.  (See 
paj,-e  13,  March  Uecord)  Born  on  his  father's  farm,  on 
which  to.d;iy  stands  tile  old  Haworih  mill,  the  same  »hich 
is  spoken  of  at  some  length  in  March  RECORD.  Nov.  14. 
1S04;  died  June  24,  iSSo;  married  Isabel  Welborn.  a  de- 
scendant of  a  family  "f  WelUirns  i»ho  were  among  the  lirst 
settlers  of  Rowan  county. 

The  original  sjielling  uf  the  name  was  Welburn.  On  the 
seventh  of  March  1771.  at  a  public  meeting  of  the  1  cople 
held  in  the  town  of  .Salisbury.  \Vm.  Welburn  was  one  i.f  a 
committee  of  lifteen.  appointed  by  the  people  of  Rowan 
county  to  wail  on  the  shcriils,  clerks  and  other  ofticers  of  the 
cr.iwn.  and  if  necesssary.  to  compel  iheni  to  disgorge  their 
ill-gotten  extortions.  At  that  time  Rowan  cnniprehended 
nearly  all  of  western  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee. 

History  tells  us  that  Rowan  was 
settled  in  part  as  early  as  1720.  "Its  population  was  drawn 
from  almost  every  country  in  Europe.  In  each  particular 
the  pc..)>le  ha<l  ilcd  from  tyranny  of  kings  in  the  old  w..rld. 
Tiure  were  I'roiestants  fr..m  Moravia;  Scotch,  fleeing  from 
their  n.»iive  Ian  I  after  the  battle  of  Cull. .den;  Irish  who 
found  Ireland  untenable  in  the  days  of  jnmes    Ihd    First. 

The  prudence  of  the  German,  the  kagacity  of  the  Sc.itch. 
and  the  liery  ardor  of  the  Irish,  here  united,  and  were  fit 
material  to  form  an  industrious,  thrifty  and  gallant  nation." 
Is  it  any  wonder  then,  having  such  a  parentage  as  this,  that 
the  people  of  old  Rowan  have  made  the  history  they  have 
made  in  peace  and  war.  In  the  tir»t  move  for  liberty — in 
Regulator  days;  they  bore  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  Revolu- 
tion, producing  many  a  leader  whose  untiring  leal  and 
patriotism  aided  in  the  general  struggle  for  American  inde- 
pendence; no  finer  soldiers  left  for  the  front  in  the  sixties 
than  those  from  this  section  and  county,  and  all  through  the 
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years  they  have  been  busy  developing  the  material  interest 
,>i  lie  country,  a»  .'Ur  manufacturing  and  agricultural  inter- 
ests attest."

SUSANNAH  ALICE,  second  child  of  Alfred 
and  Isabel  Haworth,  married  John  B.  Davis, 
whose  ancestors  emigfrated  from  Maryland  to 
Virjrinia,  thence  to  North  Carolina  durinji 
ear'.y  colonial  times.  Joseph  Davis,  the  fath- 
er of  John  B.,  took  an  active  part  in  the  for- 
mation of  Davidson  county,  which  was  cut  off 
from  the  eastern  end  of  Rowan  in  1822.  The 
Yadkin  river  was  made  the  dividing  line  be- 
tween the  two  counties.  It  was  named  in 
honor  of  Gen.  William  Davidson,  the  Revo- 
lutionary hero,  who  fell  at  Cowan's  ford  on 
the  Catawba  river,  Feb.  1,  1781,  while  dispu- 
ting the  advance  of  Lord  Cornwallis'  army. 
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The  home  of  Joseph  Davis  was  in  the  ex- 
treme north  eastern  corner  of  the  new  formed 
county,  and  the  neighborhood  wherein  he  lived 
gave  it  the  name  of  "Joe  Davis  County," 
which,  like  all  nick-names,  clung  to  it  for 
many  years.  Quite  often  I  receive  letters  from 
the  older  members  of  the  Haworth  family  who 
were  born  in  this  section  and  emigrated  west; 
they  always  spiak  of  it  as  "Davis  County."

"The  death  anj^el  visited  our  community  last  Friday  night 
about  8  o'clock  and  claimed  for  its  victim  Mrs.  Edna  Davis, 
beloved  vile  of  Mr.  Chas.  B.  Davis  and  daughter  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Llisha  Hedgccock.  Mrs.  Davis  had  been  sick 
several  ueekswith  that  dreaded  disease  consumption.  She 
\t  as  faithful  to  the  last,  never  murmuring  or  complaining. 
.She  professed  a  hope  in  Christ  a  few  days  before  she  died. 

Deceased  was  about  27  years  of  age.  She  leaves  a  hus- 
band, two  little  children,  a  father  and  mother,  one  sister, 
three  brothers  and  many  relatives  and  friends  to  mourn  their 
loss.  She  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery  at  Abbott's 
Creek  yesterday.     (Sunday  July  30.) 


John,  3rd  child  of  Alfred  and  Isabel  Ha- 
worth,  died  without  issue. 

Lydia,  Daniel  and  Alfred  Jr.,  all  died  of 
Scarlet  fever  during  the  great  fever  epidemic 
of  1S44.  They  all  lie  buried  side  by  side  in 
the  old  church-yard  at  Abbott's  creek.  The 
marble  slabs  which  mark  their  graves  bear 
the  inscription  of  the  old  original  name — Ha- 
worth — while  only  a  short  distance  from  their 
graves,  in  the  samo  burial-ground,  lies  the 
grave  of  their  father  which  bears  the  inscrip- 
ti')n  of  the  new  name — Hayworth. 

While  examining  the  family  record  of  Al- 
fred and  Isabel  Haworth,  the  writer  found 
that  all  their  names  had  been  written  in  full, 
the  surname  having  been  written  after  each 
one.  The  old  original  spelling  had  been  used 
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ill  cioli  iiistiin^c  II., til  the  bi;-tli  oi  Samuel  S. 
wi.uii  oj^iiri-e4  oil  tlie  IVti.  of  Ju..e  1S45,  here 
the  "y"  \v;is  usv-il  for  the  first  time,  which 
proves  beyor.d  iK-.i'.bt  that  the  addition  of  this 
letter  to  the  liiiiue  was  Jiia<le  between  18-)4  anil 
1S45.  Other  branches  of  the  family  doubtless 
used  the"y"  before  this  date.  Mr.  Harvey 
Hall  wrote  nie  that  his  jjrar.d father's  family 
dropped  the  "y"  from  tlieir  iia:i.e  about  tl;e 
above  date. 

It  would  seem  from  the  above,  a:id  from  all 
other  information  now  in  my  hands,  that  this 
addition  to  the  name  was  a  product  of  the 
North  Carolina  branch  of  the  family  alone.

•Ji    Letter  from  Samuel  Haworth.    j» 


Thorntown,  Ind.,  Oct.  17,  1906. 
Dear  Sik, —  Your  letter  came  to  hand  some 
three  weeks  ago  and  I  see  by  printed  slip  in- 
closed that  you  are  of  a  truth  a  Haworth,  al- 
though you  donot  carry  the  name.  .  I  also  see 
that  your  genealogy  goes  straight  back  to 
George  the  Emigrant,  the  same  as  miqe;  yet 
on  different  lines.  My  father  was  the  son  of 
James  Haworth,  the  son  of  George,  the  son  of 
James,  the  son  of  George  the  Emigrant  who 
came  to  this  country  with  William.  Penn  in 
Ih')'). 

My  grandfather's  people  came  out  of  Tenn. 
and  settled  at  or  near  Wilmington  Ohio  about 
the  year  ISOO  and  perchance  some  of  them 
might  have  come  from  North  Carolina.  It 
is  said  that  some  of  them  tried  to  settle  in 
Kentucky  with  Daniel  Boone  but  were  driven 
back  by  the  Indians. 

My  grandfather  James  moved  from  Wil- 
mington, Ohio,  to  the  south  end  of  Vermilion 
county  Illinois  about  1822  or  1S25 — we  donot 
know  the  e.\act  date.  He  brought  with  him 
two  big  four  horse  teams  and  old  Virginia 
wagons,  with  beds  scooped  high  in  front  and 
rear  and  in  the  bottom  of  one  of  these  beds 
was  his  treasure,  consisting  of  $1,500  in  sil- 
ver. He  also  brought  cattle  with  him  and 
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a  dozen  old  loi>-eared  hounds,  which  would 
now  seem  strange,  but  was  allrig-lit  then;  they 
must  needs  have  some  recreation,  and  what 
w;is  better  than  a  fox  chase? 

Some  of  my  <;ranil father's  brothers  came 
and  settled  in  Illinois  around  the  Indiana  line 
;ind  trom  there  moved  on  into  Iowa  and  settled 
in  what  was  then  called  Thiee  Ki\er  county, 
15  or  18  miles  south  east  of  Des  M.>ines   i  itv. 

Grandfather  died  in  Illinois.  About  lS5i) 
trrandmother  sold  her  possessions  in  Illinois 
and  moved  to  Iowa,  settlinjjf  in  Three  Rivers 
county.  Grandfather  boujjht  MO  acres  of 
land  in  Illinois  and  laid  off  the  town  of  Geortre- 
town,  narain>j  it  in  honor  of  his  lame  son 
(ieorjre.  (grandfather's  family  consisted  of 
nine  children:  si.x  boys  and  three  ffirls  and 
they  all  reared  families  except  William  the 
youngest  who  never  married  and  died  a  short 
while  after  he  and  his  mother  moved  to  Iowa. 

I  have  seen  nearly  all  of  grandfather's  grand- 
children; but  now  they  are  scattered  here  and 
yonder — most  of  them  gone  west — a  remnant, 
however,  of  each  branch  of  grandfather's  fami- 
ly yet  lives,  save  that  of  uncle  Jonathan,  whose 
children— nine  or  ten  in  number — all  died  be- 
fore either  he  or  aunt  Naonli.  The  name 
stops  with  that  branch  of  the  family  as  they 
had  no  grandson. 

Grandfather's  children  were:  George,  Jona- 
than, James,  Eli,  Mahlon,  William,  Ruth, 
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Sarah  and  Susan.  George  married  a  Thorn- 
ton and  had  three  boys  and  six  girls  named, 
John  Milton,  Hamilton  and  James.  John  M. 
died  at  Chrisman,  ten  miles  south  of  George- 
town, Illinois  about  1896.  He  has  sons  and 
daughters  who  now  live  in  and  around  that 
county.  Hamilton  and  James  went  west  years 
ago  and  Hamilton  tinallj^  went  on  to  Oregon 
and  I  know  nothing  further  of  him.  James 
married  and  his  wife  poisoned  him  and  he 
died  years  ago  in  Kansas.  George's  girls 
names  were:  Sarah,  Rachel,  Hannah, Vashtie, 
Martha  and  Mary. 

Uncle  George  died  of  Colera  at  Georgetown 
in  1854.  After  his  death  his  widow  and  all 
the  children  went  to  Iowa  and  Kansas.  They 
all  married  and  raised  families,  but  I  have 
lost  all  trace  of  them.  Uncle  Jonathan's  child- 
ren, as  I  said  before,  are  all  dead  and  lay  bur- 
ied in  Tipton  county  Indiana.  Uncle  James 
died  sixty  or  more  years  ago  at  Georgetown. 
He  had  one  daughter,  Rachel,  she  and  her 
mother  moved  to  Iowa  where  she  married  a 
Ilaworth  of  close  kin  and  reared  a  large  fami- 
ly of  boys,  all  Haworth,  full  blood. 

My  father  (Eli;  married  Lydia  Dillon  who 
came  to  Illinois  from  New  Market,  Tennessee 
when  a  girl.  They  had  nine  children  named: 
Samuel,  Christopher,  William  Perry,  Charles 
Fremont,  Julyann,  Margaret  Jane,  Mahala, 
Mary  and  Rachel  Alice.  Of  this  number  six

married  in  1872  and  had  two  children,  a  girl 
who  died  in  infancy  and  a  boy,  William  E.. 
ntw  doing  business  at  Ridge  Farm,  Illinois. 

My  wife  died  in  Kansas  and  now  lies  buried 
ill  the  Quaker  grave-yard  at  Toledo,  Kansas. 
William  Perry  married  early  in  life  Abba 
ohawner  and  now  lives  at  Shawnee,  Okla. 
They  have  five  children:  Homer,  Charles, 
John,  Flora  and  Alice,  all  married  except 
John.  Homer  lives  in  Iowa.  Charles  is  a 
Qu.iker  Missionary  down  on  the  isle  of  Cuba. 
John  is  at  home  with  his  father;  Flora  lives 
in  Colorado  and  Alice  lives  in  Indian  Territory. 

Charles  Fremont,  the  youngest  of  my  fath- 
er's family,  fifty  years  old  this  month;  now  in 
department  store  business  at  Georgetown, 
Illinois.  Julyann  married  a  Thompson,  now 
lives  at  Fairbury,  Nebraska,  she  has  five  child- 
ren. Mahala  married  a  Fletcher  and  now  lives 
at  Ridge  Farm,  Illinois,  they  have  five  child- 
ren living.  Mary  married  a  Pierce  and  has 
three  children,  her  husband  died  about  eigh- 
teen years  ago,  and  some  six  years  ago  she 
married  Nathan  Patton  and  now  lives  at  St. 
Joseph,  Illinois.  Uncle  Mahlon  moved  to  Iowa 
when  his  family  was  small  and  I  know  noth- 
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ing  of  thesa  now. 

All  of  grandfather's  children  are  now  dead, 
aunt  Susan  Wright  being  the  last  one  to  go. 
Grandfather's  daughter  Ruth  married  Richard 
Stanton,  had  four  sons:  James,  Mahlon,  John 
and  Harrison;  all  dead  now  but  James.  Sallie 
married  a  Mayfield  and  had  three  children; 
Mayfield  then  ran  away,  and  she  and  the  child- 
ren went  to  Iowa  where  thay  all  died.  Susan- 
nah married  Solomon  Wright  and  both  died 
in  south-west  Missouri.  I  know  nothing  of 
their  children.

To  'Cht  Haworth  Family  in  AmcricsL. 

My  Dkak  Cousins, —  In  connection  with  mod- 
ern attempts  to  establish  a  permanent  record 
of  the  Haworth  family  in  America,  and  with 
our  various  national  and  state  reunions,  it 
see.n-i  to  me  tlie  time  has  come  for  our  estab- 
lishint;  or  buildintr  up  somethinij  that  may 
serve  as  a  neucleus  or  center  to  hold  our  inter- 
ests to;:ether  and  give  permanancy  to  out 
ctTorts.  Reunions  alone  will  not  do  this,  for 
in  tlieir  nature  they  are  dependent  upon  the 
entliusiasm  of  the  hour.  The  writing:  of  fami- 
ly history  alone  will  not  establish  anythinjr 
permanently,  because  in  its  nature  each  vol- 
ume will  be  complete  in  itself. 

I  would  like  to  make  two  propositions  to  the 
Family,  and  hope  those  interested  in  either  of 
them  will  discuss  them  throujjh  the  medium 
of  the  Record. 

FIRST  PROPOSITION. 

I  think  it  now  time  for  us  to  open  up  some 
permanent  Record  Book  for  our  family  gene- 
aloijy.  At  our  forthcoming  National  reunion 
should  we  not  take  steps  to  establish  this. 
Suppose,  for  example,  we  create  a  Genealogic- 
al Board  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  per- 
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manent  record  of  every  name  submitted  to  it 
provided  it  can  be  determined  that  the  person 
is  a  direct  lineal  descendant  of  George  the 
Emigrant.  A  small  tee  could  be  charged  for 
each  name  recorded  to  defray  the  necessary 
expenses  of  books,  etc.  Then  let  us  adopt 
some  form  of  a  medal,  such  as  the  old  English 
H,  for  an  emblem  and  let  this  emblem  be  be- 
stowed upon  each  person  whose  name  is  re- 
corded in  the  Record  Book.  The  Board  could 
arrange  with  some  reliable  jeweler  to  supply 
the  emblems  in  different  styles  and  prices, 
from  a  nickel  plated  one  that  would  cost  a- 
bout  ten  cents  up  to  one  as  fancy ful  as  any 
one  would  desire.  It  could  be  made  in  the 
form  of  an  ordinary  stick  pin  for  wearing  in 
the  scarf,  or  a  button  for  the  coat  lapel,  or  in 
any  other  form  desired. 

SECOND  PROPOSITION. 
After  much  consideration  I  favor  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  endowment  fund  to  endow  a 
College  Scholarship  to  be  awarded  each  year 
to  some  member  of  the  family  shown  to  be  a 
descendant  of  George  the  Emigrant  by  the 
records  of  the  Genealogical  Board.  We  should 
have  S250.00  a  year,  or  an  endowment  of  such 
a  sum  that  it  would  bring  in  this  amount  and 
a  few  dollars  more  for  necessary  expenses  in 
conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Trustees.  This 
sum  can  be  raised  very  easily  if  sufficient  in- 
terest is  taken  in  the  matter  and  we  will  then 
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h  ive  soin^thintr  that  will  last  for  centuries, 
and  at  the  same  time  serve  as  a  stimulus  for 
every  am'oitiaus  boy  and  <jirl  in  the  family. 
Arrany:ements  (.•ould  he  made  so  that  the  hold- 
er of  the  Scholarship  i-ouKl  attend  any  college 
or  university  in  America  he  mi^ht  choose,  a 
list  of  available  colletjes  beintr  kept  at  all 
time  by  the  Trustees.  Necessary  details  can 
easily  be  arranjjed.  What  do  you  say?

This 
brunch  of  the  family  of  the  Emigrant  is  with- 
out doubt  one  of  the  largest. 

The  exact  date  of  the  birth  of  James  Ha- 
worth is  unknown  to  the  writer.  He  was- 
born  in  Bucks  county  in  the  south  eastern 
part  of  Pennsylvania,  an  1  in  company  with 
two  of  his  brothers  an!  other  parties  emigra- 
ted to  Virginia  where  he  married  Sarah  Wood. 
I  have  a  duplicate  copy  of  a  manuscript, 
the  original  of  which  is  now  in  the  possession 
of  Mr.  Samuel  Haworth,  of  Thorntown,  Ind., 
and  whose  author  is  unknown,  which  makes 
it  appear  that  James  and  his  wife  after  hav- 
ing located  in  Frederick  county  Virginia  re- 
turned to  his  native  state,  Pennsylvania,  and 
that  his  third  child,  George,  was  born  there. 
I  will  quote  from  the  manuscript  as  follows: 
"James,  the  son  of  George  Haworth,  (the 
Emigrant)  was  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  but 
removed  to  Frederick  county  Virginia.  George 
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his  son,  \v;is  born  in  Bucks  county  PenriMlva- 
uia  in  174vS  and  wliilc  a  boy  removed  with  his 
parents  to  the  neitrhborliood  of  Winchester, 
Virj,'inia,  on  the  niouniains  calleil  Apple-pie 
Ridtre.  Here,  in  alter  years,  lie  married 
Susannah  Dillon  and  removed  to  North  Caro- 
lina settlinu  on  tlie  hea<l  waters  of  the  Yad- 
kin near  the  home  of  Paniel  Boone. 

The  settlement  above  referred  to  on  .•\pple- 
pie  Kidt;e  was  made  lonji  before  the  state  of 
West  Virtfinia  was  formed.  Frederick  ct)un- 
ty  at  that  time  was  removed  by  only  one  coun- 
ty from  the  Marylan  I  line.  When  West  Vir- 
ginia was  formed  a  small  p>rtion  of  Mary- 
land was  taken  therein  and  Frederick  county 
to-d;iy  ',H).-ders  on  tli  •  line  iif  West  Vir^'inia. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  writer  that  the  author 
of  the  manuscript  above  referred  to  was  mis- 
taken about  the  place  and  date  of  birth  of 
Georjje,  the  son  of  James.  The  writer  has  a 
written  statement  made  by  Rees  Haw.trth,  the 
son  of  James,  a  brother  tt)  (leor^^e.  This 
statement  was  sent  me  by  Mrs.  Sarah  (  Ha- 
worth;  Carr,  of  Kushville,  Ind.  From  it  1 
will  (juote  the  followin;::  "My  •rrandfather 
was  James  Haworth,  fourth  son  of  (;eor;re  the 
Emitrrant.  He  had  three  si)ns:  Kich.ird. 
deortie  ami  James.  James  was  my  father. 
He  was  born  in  Virginia  in  1752." 

Dr.  (.).  J.  Pennin;rton,  of  Karlham,  Iowa,  in 
his  chart  of  the  family,  which  he   has  kimlly 


loaned  me,  p.-oves  the  correctness  of  my  con- 
clusion. Richard  M.  Haworth,  of  Liberty, 
Ind.,  in  a  paper  read  before  the  Reunion  of 
Haworth's  in  1S'*V,  says:  "James,  fourth  son 
of  the  Emijrrant,  lived  in  Frederick  county 
Vir^rinia." 

The  names  of  a  few  of  this  Ijrancli  of  the 
family  have  been  linked  by  history  to  that  of 
the  celebrated  hunter,  Daniel  BtKjne.  Just 
here  I  wish  to  stop  a  moment  and  repeat  a 
few  almost  forgotten  historical  facts  concern- 
intr  Daniel  Boone  and  the  Haworchs. 

Accordintr  to  Boone's  historians  he  was  born 
in  Bucks  county,  Pennsylvania,  near  Bristol, 
on  the  riijht  bank  of  the  Deleware  river,  a- 
bout  20  miles  from  Philadelphia,  in  the  year 
174(>.  When  a  child  two  ye.irs  of  ay:e  his  par- 
ents emi<jrated  to  Virtjinia,  doubtless  in  com- 
pany with  the  Haworth  brothers,  settlinjj  in 
Frederick  county.  In  after  years  young  Boone 
emitfruted  to  North  Carolina. 

Wheeler  in  his  history  of  North  Carolina 
says:  "Boone  settled  in  one  of  the  vallies  of 
the  south  Yadkin;"  but  it  is  the  belief  of  the 
writer  that  the  historians  of  Boone  have  all 
been  in  error  respecting  his  abode  in  North 
Carolina.  His  house  which  was  still  standing 
p.-rhaps  tifty  years  ago  was  located  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Yadkin  prop.T,  just  above  the 
jun:ti)n  ot  the  two  rivers.  In  proof  thereof 
I  submit  the  following  from  the    pen   of   Mr. 


Junius  L.  Clemmons,  an  ajred  lawyer,  now  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,  but  formally  a  native  of  the 
county  of  Davidson.  Mr.  Clemmons  says: 
"Abaut.150  years  ajjo  my  grandfather,  Peter 
Clemmons,  together  with  his  friend,  Daniel 
Boone,  left  Virjiinia  and  came  to  North  Caro- 
lina. Peter  Clemmons  settled  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Yadkin  river  and  Boone  on  the  west 
side  in  what  was  called  the  forks,  both  terito- 
ries  being  in  the  old  county  of  Rowan." 

The  followinn  historical  item  published  in 
the  columns  of  tlie  Davidson  Dispatch  several 
months  ajjo  also  pjint  toward  the  fact  that 
Boone  lived  in  the  Forks  of  the  Yadkin:  "An 
interesting  tradition  current  in  Davidson  is 
the  one  that  tells  of  the  noted  pioneer,  Daniel 
Boone,  who  is  said  to  have  "used"  about  in 
these  parts.  Boone's  ford  across  the  Yadkin 
is  named  after  him  and  the  cave  near  the  ford, 
called  Devil's  Den  and  Boone's  Cave,  is  com- 
monly believed  to  have  been  the  pioneer's 
hea<lquarters  while  in  this  section.  Boone 
township  is  also  named  after  him." 

I  cannot  pass  on  without  giving  the  reader 
a  short  description  of  the  cave  mentioned  a- 
bove.  Mr.  A.  W.  Sharp,  of  Boone  township 
is  responsible  for  the  following  description  of 
the  cave,  he  having  lived  on  the  farm  where- 
on the  cave  is  located:  "The  Devil's  Den,  or 
Boone's  Cave,  which  is  on  the  banks  of  the 
4 


Yadkin  in  Boone  townsfhip,  is  commonly  be- 
lieved to  have  been  'occupi'ed  by  Daniel  Boone. 
This  cave  is  about  75'  feet' batk'  f r6m  the  river, 
in  a  hill,  and  is  pjrhaps  4ly^feet  above  high 
water  mark.  The  banks  of  the  river  there 
run  up  into  a  bluff.  Enterance  into  the  ca^ 
is  made  through  a  hole  just  big  enough  for  a' 
man  to  wriggle  in.  There  are  7  or  8  rooms  in 
the  cavern,  connected  to  each  other  by  holes 
like  the  outside  one,  and  they  grow  smaller  as 
you  proceed.  The  first  room  is  probably  16 
feet  in  circumference  and  just  high  enough  at 
the  center  for  a  man  to  stand  ereVt"!'  '  The 
floors  of  the  rooms  fall  off  rapidly  and  the  last 
one  is  considerably  lower  than  the  first!  otie. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  caves  and'-alTof 
them  are  very  dry  and  dusty.  Boone's  fSrd, 
on  the  Yadkin,  is  about  one  an.l  a  half  '  miles 
distant." 

It  was  at  this  place  that  young  Boone  met, 
wooed  and  wedded  Miss  Rebecca  Bryan.  After 
his  marriage  he  with  his  you;ig  wife  plunged 
deeper  into  the  wilderness,  traveling  about 
110  miles  to  the  foot  of  Grandfather  moun- 
tains which  is  the  dividing  line'between  Wa- 
tauga and  Caldwell  counties.  Here,  just  in- 
side the  limits  of  the  county  of  Watauga,  and 
at  or  near  the  rise  of  the  Yadkin,  Boone  made 
his  home. 

The  writer  has  long  been  under  the  impres- 
sion that  George  and  James,  the  sons  of  James 


Haworth  were  at  one  time  residents  of  Row- 
an county,  or  rather  of  that  portion  which 
afterward  became  the  counties  of  Davidson 
and  Davie.  However,  I  am  now  forced  to  ad- 
mit that  tlioy  were  near  neitrhbors  to  Boone 
in  his  last  settlement  on  the  head  waters  of 
the  Yadkin  which,  as  we  have  shown,  was  in 
Wataufja  county,  and  it  was  from  this  place 
on  the  2(.th  of  September,  1773,  that  Boone 
and  his  partv,  amon>i  whom  were  the  two  Ha- 
worth fatailies,  bejjan  their  march  toward  the 
wilderness  of  Kentucky,  which  they  had  call- 
ed "Boone's  Paradise."

About  the  year  17S5 
he  attempted  to  enter  Kentucky,  but  finding 
the  Indians  hostile  turned  his  course  toward 
Tennessee.  Near  Greenville  he  selected  a  site 
for  his  new  home  and  moving  his  family  there 
he  engaged  in  the  cattle  and  merchantile  busi- 
ness until  1S03  when  he  entered  the  unopened 
forests  of  Ohio,  making  a  settlement  on  Todd's 
Fork  on  the  farm  known  to  the  early  residents 
as  the  "Stacy  Biven  farm,"  which  was  not  far 
from  Center  meeting  house.  He  bought  1750 
acres  of  land  in  Wm.  Duval's  survey.  He  was 
a  worthy  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends 
and  in  the  latter  years  of  his  life  a  minister. 

About  the  year  1SJ7  he  traveled  on  horse- 
back to  Baltimoie  to  attend  Yearly  Meeting 
of  Friends  as  a  representative  from  Miami 
Quarterly  Meeting.  He  died  in  1837  and  lies 
buried  at  Quaker  Grove,  Indiana.

RECORD,— The  following  record  has  lately 
been  received  from  Mr.  Ira  Haworth,  Kansas 
City,  Kansas.  Mr.  Haworth  says:  "My  grand- 
father,Richard  Haworth  Jr.,  6th  child  of 
Richard  and  Ann  CDillon)  Haworth  (date  of 
birth  and  death  unknown  to  me)  was  the  fa- 
ther of  James,  (my  father)  who  was  born  3rd 
month  25th  1S05;  died  12th  month  14th  1SS9; 
married  Peninnah  Modlin  a  native  of  North 
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Carolina,  and  to  them  were   born    four    child- 
ren, namely:  Ira,  Emily,  Lot  and  Hannah. 

Note, — See  page  11  April  Record.  There 
is  to-day  a  short  distan.e  south  of  the  city  of 
Hi^jh  Point  a  place  known  as  the  "Modlin 
Farm,"  which,  doubtless,  is  the  birth-place  of 
Miss  Peninnah. 


In  the  last  issue  of  the  Record  I  published 
a  short  account  of  James  and  George  Ha- 
worth's  connection  with  Daniel  Loone's  in- 
tended settlemetit  of  Kentucky.  I  stated  from 
facts  which  had  been  handed  down  to  me  that 
the  two  Haworth  families  were  of  the  num- 
ber which  made  up  the  party.  Since  the  pub- 
lication of  that  issue  I  have  received  records 
and  information  which  contradict  that  state- 
ment. Now  let  us  e.xamine  the  matter.  We 
are  informed  by  Hoon.;'s  historians  that  his 
party  started  from  the  head  waters  of  the 
Yadkin  rive.-  in  North  Carolina  on  the  25th 
of  September,  one  says  1773  and  another  says 
1775.  I  have  records  which  prove  that  Mah- 
lon,  1st  'rhild  of  this  George  Haworth  was 
born  on  the  25th  of  Oct.  1775.  On  page  17 
Proceedings  Haworth  Reunions  is  a  paf>er 
which  states  that  this  Mahlon  Haworth  was 
born  in  Frederick  county  Virginia.  If  such 
be  the  case,  then  was  his  father  George  the 
one  who  accompanied  Boone? 

I  have  also  records  which  prove  that  James 
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Haworth,  a  brother  to  the  above  George,  was 
not  marrieil  until  1784,  just  eleven  years  after 
the  inieiule<l  settlement  of  Kentucky  by  Dan- 
iel Boone.  His  family  was  not  of  the  party. 
I  do  not  iloubt  but  what  two  Haworth  fami- 
lies (lid  accompany  Boone  on  this  occasion, 
but  were  they  the  sons  of  Jimes,  or  were  they 
the  sons  of  Stephanus  and  Absalom,  or  of 
Georjje  the  Emii^rant?  If  there  be  one  of  my 
readers  who  can  give  us  any  light  on  this 
subject  I  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  them.

1S37,  in  a  little 
log  cabin  which  stood  upon  a  solid  rock.  We 
lived  there  seven  years  and  then  moved  to 
Iowa.

The  little  creek  to  the 
north  Mill  ri|.ple>  ...1.  hut  the  wooaman'-s  axe  has  laid  low 
the  vir-in  forest  of  lull  and  dale  and  time  has  lefi  its  stamp 
thereon.  The  little  »onj;-hirils  return  ayain  each  year  and 
build  ihcir  nests  amonj;  the  boui;hs  of  the  remaining  trees. 
They  alone  have  not  changed;  just  the  same  now  as  in 
.\dain's  day;  singing  the  same  songs,  without  adilition  or 
change  of  note,  which  they  were  taught  by  the  Creator  in 
the  morning  of  time.  They  build  their  little  nesis  to-<lay 
just  like  they  were  built  in  the  beginning  of  time.

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Letter  from  Scaac  Pose^ate. 

Huxtum,  Colo,,  June  9,  1907. 

I  will  endeavor  to  write  a  little  for  the  Re':- 
ord  from  traditions  of  the  family.  My  grand 
father,  James  Haworth,  was  the  son  of  James, 
the  son  of  George  the  Emigrant.  He,  with  a 
small  company  of  emigrants,  left  North  Caro- 
lina during  the  Revolutionary  war  intending 
to  settle  in  the  then  almost  wilderness  of  Ten- 
nessee and  thus  rel.'eve  themselves  from  duty 
as  soldiers  in  the  Loloiial  army.  In  those 
days  no  public  highways  we.v  open  in  this 
wild  rjgun  of  Ctii'jlina  whirh  afterward  be- 
ca-.n.:  cIk'  p.-,;sjnt  state  of  T.Mi.:ssee  and  all 
traveling  was  done  on  pi>.k  hjr>es. 

In  crossing  a  river  .>i.e  wjiuan's  horse  stum- 
bled an.l  threw  her  off,  stepping  on  her  dress, 
held  her  underneath  the  water.  Her  husband 
attempted  to  slide  from  his  lurse  t)  aid  her 
but  a  p.iir  of  p>t-.ijjks  in  th."  pick  caught  in 
the  seat  of  his  pants  and  held  him  in  the  air 
for  a  while.  He  s  )  n  extricated  himself  and 
they  all  got  safely  through. 

They  settled  on  Holson  river  and  cleared 
farms.  Grandfather  married  Mary  Rees 
when  she  was  17  and  he  32  years  of  age. 
Isaac  Wright  married  Susannah  Haworth  the 
daughter  of  Richard  the  oldest  brother  of  my 
granilfather,  the  same  day  on  which  grand- 
father was  married.  The  parents  of  the  girls 
not  being  willing  to  the  match  they  were  com- 
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pilled  to  elope  with  them.  Grandfather  and 
Isaac  Writrlit  killed  twenty-one  black  bears 
one  fall  which  was  their  meat.  Their  skins 
were  tlicn  worth  $2  each. 

Wlioti  uncle  William  was  tour  weeks  old  he 
balanced  in  the  s  ales  with  a  sweet  pjtato 
weijjhin^r  four  pjunds.  He  was  the  oldest  of 
grandfather's  children.  Grandfather's  broth- 
er Geortre  also  settled  in  the  same  nei-ihbor- 
hood  and  they  all  li\-ed  there  for  several  years, 
then  emigrated  to  the  Ohioan  country.  They 
left  their  families  at  home  and  first  went  to 
see  the  country.  They  lodged  with  Daniel 
Boone  one  night  and  traded  him  some  bacon 
to  fry  his  fish  in.  The  Indians  were  doing  so 
much  ilamage  un  the  route  which  they  were 
traveling  they  thought  bist  to  turn  back  and 
traveling  by  night  they  hid  in  the  brush  by 
day. 

One  day  they  found  a  man  who  had  been 
wounded  by  the  Indians  ani  had  gotten  away 
from  them,  lie  had  been  seven  days  without 
food  except  a  dead  oppissum  which  he  had 
found.  They  help.'d  him  to  a  house  and  then 
returned  to  their  homes  remaining  there  until 
the  ck)>e  of  the  Indian  war. 

Some  time  after  they  took  their  families 
and  went  to  Ohio.  Grandfather  took  land  on 
Lee's  creek,  cleared  a  farm,  built  a  mill  and 
raised  eight  boys  and  five  girls.  My  mother 
was  married  at  the  age  of  17  to  Thomas  Pose- 
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gate,  a  Virginian  by  birth.  They  were  mar- 
ried according  to  the  rule  of  Friends.  I  was 
born  in  1S20  and  my  father,  in  company  with 
James  Haworth  and  family,  moved  to  the 
Grand  Prairie  two  years  after.  There  were 
sixteen  of  us  children,  eight  dying  when 
young.  My  father  entered  government  land, 
half  p'airie  half  timber.  He  raised  corn,  cat- 
tle and  hogs.  We  made  our  own  sugar  and 
kept  bees.  Deer  and  wild  tur'.cey  were  plenti- 
ful and  wild  fruits  could  be  had  for  the    pick- 


When  I  was  nine  years  of  age  a  yankee 
peddler  found  his  way  to  our  cabin  and  sold 
my  father  a  clock  for  S25.  We  thought  we 
were  getting  along  fine  then.  Next  year  a 
pjeni  was  published  in  the  almanacs  which 
was  no  doubt  written  by  the  peddler  about 
our  family.     It  read  about  as  follows: 

'•Supposed  lo  be  riding  to  the  west, 
A  •.iranjtT  fouml  a  IhH-i>ier'»  nc-.t. 
In  other  words  a  "lUiclieye  Cabin," 
Juvt  large  enough  to  hold  queen  Naliin. 
.\  little  house  low.  but  airy. 
Iu~t  on  the  border  of  the  prairie. 
The  stranger  fc.ired  lo  be  benighted, 
He  bailed  the  house  and  then  alighted. 
The  Moosier  met  liint  at  the  tloor. 
Their  salutations  were  soon  u*er. 
He  took  the  stranger's  horse  aside, 
.And  to  a  stunly  sapling  lied. 
Then  when  he  stripped  the  saddle  off. 
He  fed  him  in  a  sugar  trough. 
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The  stranger  stooped  to  enter  in, 

The  entrance  closing  with  a  pin. 

There  ucre  three  guns  above  the  door, 

And  three  dogs  lay  stretched  npon  the  floor. 

It  seemed  it  was  the  Hoosiers  desire, 

To  seat  the  stranger  by  the  log  tire. 

There  were  half  dozen  little  lloosier  young'ns. 

With  their  nuish  and  ntilk.  tin  cups  and  spoons, 

Hare  feet,  white  heads  and  dirty  faces. 

They  seeuied  inclined  to  keep  their  places.

Dear  Friend, — 

My  father's  family  was  and  is  the 
banner  red  headed  family  of  all  the  Haworths. 
My  father  (Eli)  married  a  red  headed  girl, 
and  had  nine  children,  six  red  headed  and 
three  black.  When  we  speak  of  the  Haworths 
of  Illinois  we  mean  those  of  Vermillion  coun- 
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ty.  There  has  been  from  first  to  last  a  great 
many  Haworths  living  in  that  county,  in  fact 
I  know  of  no  other  place  except  Decatur, 
where  Haworths  have  lived  in  the  state. 

I  see  some  of  your  correspondents  say   they 
once  lived  in  Vermillion  county. 

Years  ago  we  used  to  wagon  to  Chicago 
which  was  about  125  miles.  Of  course  we  had 
to  camp  out  on  the  road.  There  were  many 
nice  camping  places  on  the  road,  plenty  of 
wood  for  the  fire  and  grass  for  the  horses.  I 
remember  my  first  trip  to  Chicago  with  my 
father,  uncle  William  and  his  youngest  son 
Ami.  We  carried  a  load  of  Maiden  blush  ap' 
pies.  We  had  a  fine  trip  save  one  runaway. 
This  is  how  it  happened.  Our  team,  when  in 
the  rear,  would  follow  and  we  boys  could  play 
along  the  road.  One  day  we  boys  were  dri- 
ving"uncle  William's  team  in  the  rear  and  1 
being  anxious  for  a  play  t  >ld  Ami  their  team 
would  follow  the  same  as  ours.  He  got  out 
and  I  tied  up  the  lines,  then  out  I  leaped,  and 
away  went  the  team  at  right  angle  from  the 
road,  fast  as  they  could  run,  on  a  prairie  so 
large  that  you  could  not  see  across  it.  Ami 
lit  after  them  as  fast  as  he  could  run  and  I 
hid  under  father's  wagon  for  fear. 

Uncle  William  hearing   the    racket    looked 

out  from  father's  wagon  where  he  was  riding, 

saw  Ami,  team  and  all,  going  west  as  fast  as 

they  could  run.     Uncle   William  began   yell- 
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in;::  "Catch  Vm,  Ami!  Catch  'em.  Ami!!" 
l"\ither,  not  seein;j  me,  becann;  mucli  excited 
and  be^an  to  yell:  "Is  Sam  in  the  waj^on!  I 
crawled  out  from  underneath  the  waj^on  and 
the  excitement  was  soon  over.  Ami  did  catch 
'em,  the  horses  became  tired  runnintr  over 
rouy;h  ground  and  came  to  a  walk  in  about 
three  quarters  of  a  mile.  Ami  climbed  in, 
secured  the  reins  and  came  drivinyf  back.  No 
one  was  hurt,  and  nothing  lost  except  an  old 
whip.

During  the  last  seven 
years  I  have  found  a  few  of  these  families  and 
had  I  been  so  inclined  might  have  found  many 
more.  Sometime  during  the  latter  part  of 
October  l'W4  the  following  clipping  from  the 
Fresno  (^California)  Republican  was  sent   me: 

Sanfkascisco.  Oct.  15— .I-->i"<--»  lla"orihwho  in  pio- 
neer liniei.  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  men  in  Califor- 
nia, ilieil  to-ilay  at  the  home  of  hii  ilaughtcr,  Mr>.  Jamei.- 
ina  WelU.  age  78  yearii.     Horn  in  ICnglanil,  he    came  \Ve»l 
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in  l84g  and  settled  in  Sacramento  as  a  hardware  merchant. 
In  1854  he  organized  the  old  California  Stage  company, 
which  was  considered  in  those  days  one  of  the  most  power- 
ful factors  in  the  politics  of  the  state.  In  1S60  he  estab- 
lished a  stage  line  which  carried  the  United  States  mails 
from  Sacramento  to  Portland.  Oregon.  In  1863  he  built  a 
road  over  the  mountains  In  the  Ilcnness  Pass,  over  which 
the  mails  were  carrird  10  Virginia  City.  Financial  success 
did  not  f.dliiw  all  his  ventures,  various  business  reversals 
reduced  li  s  <mcc  prnniising  f.  riuiie  until  at  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  eni]  loved  as  a  conductor  at  the  mints.

Dear  Sir, —  Your  favor  of  soih  and  copy  of  Ha- 
worth Kecord  received  to-day.  In  reply  would 
say  I  wrote  you  short  time  after  the  receipt  of  your 
f.irmcr  letter  giving  what  information  I  could  which 
was  as  near  as  my  memory  bears,  but  of  no  interest 
to  the  family  beyond  the  iiJormation  which  1  heard 
while  in  England,  which  is:  My  grandfathen 
lolin  Haworth,  lived  at  Tockles  in  Lancashire.  I 
have  forgotten  his  wife's  name  but  thinl;  it  was 
.\nn.  My  father's  name  was  William  Harry,  be- 
ing the  third  son,  other  brothers  names  were  James 
and  Thomas.  One  lived  ai  Middleton  Junc;i..n  in 
Lancashire  the  other  at  London,  both  were  Uail- 
wav  guards.  I  was  told  that  a  l.roiher  of  inv  grand- 
father came  to  America  before  the  kcli^llion  in 
1S12,  and  no  trace  of  liim  afterwar<l.  .\  nc|iliew 
came  to  America  abnut  the  vear  iSCo  and  "as  last 
heard  of  at  Philadelphia,  no  trace  of  him  sinie. 

It  is  evident  that  the  family  came  from  Lancash- 
ire as  the  general  run  of  the  Haworth  f.vniily  can 
be  obtained  at  lllacUburn.  Accringt..n.  and  M.in- 
chester.  There  are  at  present  descendants  from 
the  old  siocL  living  around  ihe-e  p..ints,  and  any 
information  regarding  ihem  can  be  obtained  if  in- 
.|uiry  be  made,  especially  at  lilacUburn  or  Tockles. 

Their  mills  are  still  there,  or  was  a  few  years  a- 
go  when  I  came  to  America.  1  had  two  maiden 
aunts  living  at  Blackburn  at  time  of  leaving  Eng- 
land but  have  had  no  coirespondence  with  any  of 
the  family  for  some  years. 

If  any  of  the  family  wish  to  write  me  I  can  assure 

you  it  would  he  received  with  pleasure,  I  am  sorry 

not  to  be  able  to  give    you    more    information    but 
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only  from  nvenmry  it,  I  have  no  record  of  ihe  fami- 
ly genealoijical.

Havintj  procured  the  name  of  Miss  Anna  C. 
Haworth  from  the  \'y.u  Directory  of  Phila- 
delphia and  desirinjj  to  know  to  which  branch 
of  tlie  family  she  belonged  I  wrote  her  and 
the  following  letter  from  her  explains  all.

She  mar- 
ried C.  C.  i'urs.m.  My  jjrandfather  «as  William 
U.  Ha«.-rth,  .Sen.  He  was  an  only  son,  liorn  in 
ISngland.  the  place  of  his  birth  being  unknown  to 
me.  He  settled  in  Maryland  and  built  a  cotton 
factory  there.  11  is  »  ife  »  as  1  lannah  l)a«  son  be- 
fore marriage.     She  was  born  near  liariy,  England. 

My  grandfather  had  three  sisters  whose  names  I 
never  knew.  One  of  them  married  Sir  Jeremiah 
Holt,  another  a  Milleo.  the  other  a  Kay.  Grand- 
father's mother's  maiden  name  was  Dawson,  her 
mother  was  Lady  .Martha  Kernley.  I  know  but 
little  concerning  my  grandfather  aside  from  the 
fact  that  he  was  a  very  learned  man.

According  to  the  traditions  of  the  English 
branch  of  the  family,  John  Haworth,  a  des- 
cendant of  the  Yorkshire  Haworths,  emigra- 
ted to  America  in  176S  and  located  in  Phila- 
delphia as  a  tanner.  He  married  Mary  Nor- 
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ton,  also  a  native  of  Yorkshire,  Enf^land  by 
whom  he  had  eight  children,  six  daughters 
and  two  sons,  namely:  Martha,  Hannah,  Eliza- 
beth,  Mary.  William,  Susan,  John  and  Mary. 
The  descendants  of  the  above  children,  or  at 
least  a  part  of  them,  are  to-day  living  some- 
where in  the  United  States.  The  1W7  Direc- 
tory of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  show  the 
names  of  a  number  of  Haworths  some  of  whom 
may  be  descended  from  this  family.  Tradi- 
tion further  tells  us  that  the  above  family  of 
Haworths  possessed  a  Coat  of  Arms,  the'  de- 
sign of  which  is  unknown  to  the  writer.

She  was  a  daughter  of  Garrett  Dillon, 
Garrett  ■R-as  a  son  of  Elizabeth  and  Peter  Dil- 
lon, Elizabeth  was  a  sister  to  George  Haworth 
of  Quaker  Point. 

The  descendants  of  George  Haworth.  Jr., 
son  of  George,  of  Quaker  Point,  have  not  yet 
been  published.  I  have  been  holding  the  pa- 
pers e.xpecting  to  get  them  more  perfect  before 
publishing  them.

For  a  long  time  I  liave  waited  for  more  in- 
formation concernino;  the  descendants  of  Geo, 
Haworth,  son  of  lleortre  of  Quaker  Point,  and 
not  hearin;:  anything  concerning  them  I  have 
decided  to  publisli  all  that  I  know  concerning 
them,  which  is  very  little  aside  from  what  is 
published  on  pages  72,  73  Vol.  1,  Record. 

I  hope  that  some  one  of  my  subscribers  who 
have  a  knowledge  of  them  will  aid  me  in  this 
matter. 

AccordTng  to  the  little  information  given 
me  concerning  him  he  was  born  in  the  old 
county  of  Tennessee  in  the  western  part  of 
North  Carolina,  in  1783.  This  part  of  the 
Province  of  Carolina  at  that  time  was  a  very 
wild  and  sparsely  settled  region. 

I  am  informed  that  he  married  Rachel  Ha- 
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worth,  a  daughter  of  Absalom  and  Mary  West 
Haworth.  Seven  children  were  born  to  them, 
namely:  Absalom,  Samuel,  Mary,  Susannah, 
Rachel,  Sarah  Wood,  and  James  Riley. 

Samuel,  of  this  family,  married  Mahala 
Dillon,  daughter  of  Oarrett,  the  son  of  Eliza- 
beth and  Peter  Dillon. 

Rachel,  married  her  cousin,  Mahlon  Ha- 
worth, son  of  James,  sjn  of  George  of  Qua- 
ker Point.  See  page  120  Vol.  1,  Recokd,  also 
page  39,  and  page  64  present  volume. 

James  Riley,  tirst  married  Catherine  Stan- 
field.  I  have  been  informed  that  this  Stan- 
field  family  were  near  relatives  of  Garrett  Dil- 
lon, but  have  never  been  able  to  get  the  facts. 

Mrs.  Sarah  (Haworth)  Carr,  of  Rushville, 
Indiana,  in  a  paper  which  she  p.vpared  and 
sent  me  concerning  the  descendants  of  James, 
son  of  James,  son  of  Emigrant,  and  which  I 
intend  to  publish  soon,  s.iys:  "Rees  Haworth, 
son  of  James,  son  of  James,  son  of  Emigrant, 
married  Parmelia  S.  Stanfield,  a  daughter  of 
John  and  Sarah  <  Dillon)  Stanfield  and  a  neice 
of  Garrett  Dillon,  in  Highland  county  Oliio, 
January  1,  1832." 

If  there  be  one  of  my  readers  who  can  tell 
us  anything  concerning  this  branch  of  the 
family  I  would  be  very  glad  if  they  would  do 
so. 

NOTK. — In  order  that  my  rea>lers  may  not  become  confused 
I  deem  it  best  to  explain  why  I  say  that  George  ilaworlh, 
Jr.,  was  IxM-n  in  N^wih  Carolina.  The  place  known  as 
Tennessee  prior  to  17S9  was  only  one    county   of  that    vast 
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region  lying  beyonil  tin-  \Vi->icrn  nuninlaiiis  ami  was  a  nart 
of  Carolina.  Tlii»  lurritory.  con!>i>iinE  of  Tennessee,  Sum- 
ner. Davidson  anil  perhaps  oilier  counties,  was  ceded  to  the 
United  .>;iales  by  the  .\sscmlily  of  17S9  and  afterward  be- 
came the  present  stale  of  Tennessee,

GEORGE  HAWORTH,  son  of  Stephanus, 
son  of  the  Emigrant. 

It  shall  be  my  purpose  in  the  followinjj 
paj;es  to  <rive  the  reader  all  the  information 
I  have  concerninjr  the  descendants  of  Georjie 
Haworth,  son  of  Stephanus  and  Rachel  Ha- 
worth.  Born  in  Virjjinia,  in  company  with 
his  brother  Micajah  came  to  Xorth  Carolina. 
(See  pajjes  b,  7,  8,  Vol.  1,  Recokd.  ) 

He  settled  in  the  present  county  of  Guilford 
which  at  that  time  was  a  part  of  the  old  coun- 
ty of  Rowan.  On  the  fifth  day  of  December 
1770,  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the  reitrn  of  Kinjr 
Geor;;e,  the  Third,  the  Assembly  of  Xorth 
Carolina  met  in  session  at  Xewberne.  Wm. 
Tryon  was  then  Governor.  Amontr  many  acts 
passed  durinjj  the  session  there  was  one  form- 
ing: the  present,  or  more  prop.-'rly  speakinj;, 
the  old  county  of  Guilford.  Ajjain  in  1779, 
during  Richard  Caswell's  administration  as 
Governor,  an  act  was  passed  dividinjj  the  old 
county  of  Guilford  into  two  parts,  thus  form- 
intj  the  present  county  of  Randolph.  The 
county  was  again  divided  in  1785,  forming 
Rockingham. 

George  Haworth  settled  near  a  place  to-day 
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known  as  SpriM-lidd  Friends  Church,  which 
iiK-.tiM;r  w;is  estal.li>lied  in  1700,  just  nine 
years  alter  the  l)attle  of  Guilford  Court  House; 
'lurin;,'-  the  first  administration  of  Washing- 
ton .is  I'rcsi.lent  and  Ale.xander  Martin  as 
goveriior  of  the  State.  Jamestown  was  the 
only  villa-e  of  any  importance  in  the  neigli- 
borhood  at  that  time.  High  Point.  Greens- 
boro, anil  .\sheboro  were  still  covered  with 
the  original  forest. 

A  few  years  afterward  a  farm  of  425  acres 
lying  where  tlie  business  part  of  High  Point 
now  stands  was  sold  for  S425.00  The  writer 
well  remembers,  only  a  few  years  ago.  when 
the  present  city  of  High  Point  could  boast 
only  a  few  hundred  inhabitants.  Xow  she 
counts  within  her  border  11.241  people  with  a 
nearl)y  p  )puhition  of  nerhaps  20(10  in  .Median- 
icsville  and  Clovenlale. 

The  old  hist.)ric  churvh  of  Springfield  has 
been  the  meeting  place  for  over  one  hundred 
years  of  many  of  the  p.-ople  who  have  made 
the  history  of  Guilford  county  what  it  is  to- 
day. The  older  members  of  the  Haworth  and 
Wright  families  held  their  membership  and 
met  in  solemn  worship  here;  to-day  many  of 
their  bodies  lie  buried  in  the  ciiurchyard  here 
awaiting  the  sumiiKins  from  on  higij  which 
shall  call  them  forth  to  that  great  and  final 
day  of  judgment. 

George  Haworth  married  Margaret  Thorn- 
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bury  and  reared  a  family    of   eight    children, 
nainelv:

Henry,  first  child  of  this  family,  married 
Elizabeth  Boyd  and  settled  near  his  father's 
farm  in  Guilford  county.  Beside  being  a 
prosperous  farmer  he  was  also  a  blacksmith 
and  wagon  maker,  a  trade  which  he  taught 
his  sons,  and  to  day  some  of  his  descendants 
yet  follow  in  his  footsteps.  The  writer  before 
preparing  this  paper  has  had  occasion  to  visit 
many  of  the  families  of  the  descendants  of 
George  Haworth  and  have  found  them  an  in- 
dustrious and  contented  people  adherents  to 
the  faith  of  the  Friends.

Many  montlis  ajjo  the  writer  was  tjiven  an 
old  letter  which  had  been  written  by  John  and 
Lucy  Haworth,  of  Park  county,  Indiana,  to 
Kicharilsjn  and  Mary  Wrij^ht.  of  Hruinmell's 
Po>t  ollice.  Davi  Ison  county.  North  Carolina. 

Only  recently  have  I  been  enabled  to  locate 
them  in  the  br.inch  of  the  family  to  which 
they  belon-r.  After  a  careful  study  of  the 
letter  I  concluded  that  he  'John)  wasatirand- 
son  af  Micajah  of  North  Carolina,  this,  how- 
ever, I  could  not  pr..'ve  as  I  had  not  the  infor- 
mation at  hand  to  guide  nie.  F'or  many  weeks 
pist  I  have  been  searching;  for  such  inform.a- 
tion  and  have  at  last  succeeded  in  my  efforts. 
IJy  referinjr  to  p.iire  ')-■;  Vol.  1,  Kecokd  the 
reader  will  see  that  Samuel  A.  Haworth,  of 
Promise  City,  Iowa,  mentions  the  names  of 
Micajah.  John  and  Job,  who  were  his  father's 
brothers.  I  at  once  conceived  the  idea  that 
this  John  was  the  one  who  had  written  the 
let'er.  I  am  now  informed  that  Samuel,  son 
of  .Micajah  Haworth,  of  North  Carolina,  mar- 
ried Farrabee  Paine,  whom  he  stole  by  means 
of  a  ladder  from  the  second  story  of  her  fath- 
er's residence  in  old  Rowan  county,  North 
Carolina.  He  removed  ti  Tennessee.  His 
children  were  named,  James,  John,  Micajah, 
Job,  Phfcbe  and  Elizalieth. 
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James,  of  this  family,  married  Francis  B. 
Winn,  probably  in  Tennessee.  See  pa<je  98,

John,  the  second  child,  married  Lucy  Winn 
and  no  record  of  their  descendants  farther 
than  the  letter  which  follows  is  to  day  known' 
to  the  writer.  A  traditionary  tale  of  the 
Southern  branch  of  the  family  says  that  some 
years  prijr  to  1840  this  John  Haworth,  with 
other  members  of  the  family,  which  probably 
included  his  brother  Jamjs'  two  girls,  Eliza- 
beth and  Mary  who  were  yet  unmarried,  visit- 
ed their  relations  in  North  Carolina,  the  jour- 
ney of  several  hundred  miles  being  made  in 
wagons.  The  letter  herewith  published 
prove<  this  tradition  true. 

Micajah,  of  this  same  family,  married  Edna 
Winn  and  died  in  Missouri  during  the  Civil 
war.  Nothing  is  known  of  any  of  his  des- 
cendants by  the  writer.  These  Winn  girls 
were  sisters. 

Job,  the  fourth  child  of  the  family,  went  to 
Oregon  and  I  have  no  further  information 
concerning  him.

For  a  long  time  I  have  had  in  my  possess- 
ion a  written  genealogy  of  Jonathan  Haworth 
but  have  until  lately  been  unable  to  connect 
the  genealogy  with  that  of  the  Emigrant. 

Julius  R.  Haworth,  of  Weiser,  Idaho,  pre- 
pared this  genealogy  and  sent  it  to  me  loca- 
ting his  people  as  descendsnts  of  James,  son 
of  James,  son  of  Emigrant.  I  soon  saw  that 
Mr.  Haworth  was  in  error  and  I  wrote  him 
if  possible  to  tell  me  who  this  Jonathan  Ha- 
worth married  thinking  by  this  means  I 
could  locate  them  in  the  branch  of  the  fami- 
ly to  which  they  belonged.  Having  some 
knowledge  of  six  different  ones  of  the  family 
who  bore  the  name  Jonathan,  and  knowing 
who  four  of  them  married  and  also  knowing 
that  Peter  Howcrth,  son  of  Jonathan,  was 
the  only  Haworth  to  my  knowledge  who  ever 
bore  the  name  of  Peter,  I  at  once  concluded 
that  he  must  be  a  grandson  of  Peter  and  Eliza- 
beth Dillon  which  I  have  since  learned  is  true.

Richard  Haworth,  a  son  of  James,  the  son 
of  George  Haworth  who  emigrated  from  Eng- 
land to  America  in  1(><*9,  was  the  father  of 
Jonathan  Haworth,  (my  great  grandfather) 
who  settled  in  Vermillion  county  Illinois  a- 
bout  1820  and  raised  three  children  to  maturi- 
ty, Peter,  Richard  and  James.  Peter  was  my 
grandfather,  he  married  Matilda  Shadley  Oct. 
30,  1842.  She  was  born  Dec.  30,  1823,  and 
died  Dec.  9,  1851. 

To  this  union  there  was  born  four  children: 
•Jonathan,  Polly  Ann,  James  \V.,  and  Daniel. 
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Polly  Ann  and  Daniel  both  died  in  infancy. 
Jonathan  died  at  the  age  of  seven  years.

Emiyrrated  with  his  parents  to 
Iowa  in  1837  where  he  grew  to  younff  man- 
hood and  from  wlien^e  he  returned  to  his  na- 
tive state  and  attended  Friends  school  at  West 
Grove,  and  later  married  and  settled  in  east- 
ern Illinois  where  met  and  became  well  ac- 
quainted with  Abraham  Lincoln. 

He  was  an  active  participant  in  politics  as 
then  conducted  and  was  chosen  a  delejjate  to 
the  National  Convention  which  met  in  Chica- 
go and  nominated  Lincoln  for  the  Persidency 
in  1860.  In  September  of  that  year  the  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch  was  the  recipient  of  a  Cane 
and  Gavel  from  Lincoln  made  from  a  walnut 
fencing  rail  split  by  Lincoln  in  1830  while 
employed  as  a  day  laborer  on  the  farm  of  his 
uncle  John  Hanks.  The  cane  and  gavel  are 
silver  mounted  and  bear  the  name  of  both 
donor  and  receiver  and  the  year  1860,  and  are 
now  in  the  possession  of  the  subject  of  this 
brief  sketch.  They  are  in  a  good  state  of 
perservation  notwithstanding  the  thirty  years 
service  of  the  rail  in  the  fences  and  exposure 
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to  the  elements  of  a  bleak  prairie  without  any 
protection  whatever.  In  the  year  1870  he  lo- 
cated in  Kansas  where  he  has  since  resided, 
and  for  the  past  seventeen  years  has  been  a 
resident  of  Kansas  City.  He  has  no  children 
living  and  his  wife  having  deceased  in  the 
year  l'J06,  is  thus  left  alone  in  the  drear  win- 
ter of  life.

Haworth  of  Quaker  Point  have  any  children? 
He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Nan- 
cy Ann  Murdock.  Nancy  Ann  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  James,  son  of  James,  son  of  Emigrant. 
Nancy  Ann's  husband,  Isaac,  was  the  son  of 
John  and  Ann  Murdock.  Ann  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  Isaac  Wright  who  married  Susannah, 
daughter  of  Richard  and  Anna  (Dillon)  Ha- 
worth. This  Isaac  Wright  was  believed  to 
have  been  the  eighteenth  child  of  John  and 
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Rachel  (Wells)  Wri^rht  who  emigrated  from 
England  to  America  settlinjj  near  Bush  river 
Friends  meetintr  in  Aiken  county  South  Caro- 
lina. The  records  of  the  above  church  were 
destroyed  by  fire  many  years  ajjo  and  to-day 
nothintj  can  be  learned  from  that  source  oon- 
cerninji  these  people,  however.  I  am  much  in- 
clined to  believe  there  is  another  and  more 
fuller  record  or  trenealoyry  of  these  people  yet 
in  existence  and  I  hope  ere  lon^  to  be  able  to 
find  it. 

What  became  of  Sarah  Haworth,  bornlS.^5, 
dautrhter  of  James  W.  and  Ajjnes  Haworth? 
James  W.  was  the  son  of  James,  son  of  Georjje 
of  Quaker  Point.  A-^^nes,  the  wife  of  James, 
was  a  dauj^hter  of  Sallie  Tliornliur^  whomar- 
a  Hockett.  Phcebe  and  Jane  Thornbury:h, 
sisters  to  Sallie,  married  James  and  Georjie 
Haworth,  sons  of  James  and  Mary  (  Rees)  Ha- 
worth. 


What  were  the  names  and  what  became  of 
the  children  of  Prior  Writ;ht,  son  of  Isaac 
and  Susannah  above  mentioned?  I  am  in- 
formed that  he  married  Hepsey  Coate  and 
raised  a  family  of  six  children.  I  have  often 
wondered  if  Hepsey,  the  wife  of  Prior,  was 
related  to  the  Coates  who  married  into  the 
family  of  Nathaniel,  son  of  Absalom,  son  of 
the  Emigrant.

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We  have  hci-n  ^''''''^n  •i.)me  acciMint  i>f  the 
pri)hable  origin  of  the  name  ot  Haworth  by 
Caleb  Haworth.  an  .\ttornpv  who  was  living  at 
Halifax,  in  Yorkshire.  England,  in  1826.  There 
is  a  traditionary  tale  to-day  in  the  family  which 
trlls  us  that  Dr.  Ixaae  Sumner  Wrijrht.  a  grand 
s.m  of  John  and  Jemima  Haworth  Wright,  had 
at  one  lime  a  jjt  n?alo{jy  of  the  family  datinj; 
from  tlie  time  of  William,  the  Conqueror,  about 
the  year  1066  to  1S45  or  later.  We  are  told  that 
William,  the  Conqueror,  then  Duke  of  Norman- 
dy, for  some  meritorious  ser\-ice  rendered  him 
in  his  battle  with  Harrold.  son  of  Godwin.  Earl 
of  Kent,  then  Saxon  kin}:  of  Euyrland.  gave  the 
Bar.my  of  "Haworth  or  Great  Haworth"  to  one 
of  his  subjects,  whence  came  the  name.  In 
proof  of  the  above  traditionary  tale  I  herewith 
quote  from  a  letter  lately  received  from  .Mrs. 
Jonnie  Wrijrht  Willett.  a  duu;;hter  of  Dr.  Isaac 
Sumner  Wrijrht,  now  living;  at  5  W.  20th  St., 
New  York  City.  Under  date  of  May  8.  1903, 
in  writinsj  of  the  genealogy  of  the  family  she 
says:  "My  father  did  have  a  large  parchment 
which  I  have  seen  containing  the  genealogy  of 
the  Haworth  family  from  the  time  of  William, 
the  Conqueror,  who  gave  one  of  his  followers  a 
Barony  called  Haworth  and  from  this  came  the 
name."

led  Irom  lin-laiiil  lu  Geor-ia  in  1732..  General 
James  Kdward  G.-letlirope,  who  was  born  in' 
London.  ICnyland.  in  I6,SS,  and  who  was  also 
the  tounder  of  the  Colony  of  Georgia,  married  a 
W'ris^hl  in  lCn\;laiu',  and  when  he  came  to  the 
Colony  o!  C,eor>,Ma  the  Wright  families  came  also.

Speaking  of  the  Colony  of 
Georgia  he  says:  "The  complaints  of  the  settlers 
l>ecame  very  bitter  and  many  of  them  left  the 
colonv."  This  occured  between  the  founding 
in  17,i2  and  the  surrendering  of  the  government 
to  the  King  in  17.^2. 

John  and  James  Wright  who  married  into  the 
family  ot  James  Haworth.  son  of    tlic    Emigrant 
ill  South  Carolina,  Were  of  this  same  ffimily.  We

are  also  informed  tliat  Joseph  A.  W'ri^iht.  who 
at  one  time  was  Governor  o(  Indiana,  was  a  son 
of  a  brother  to  John  and  Jaiues  \V'rij;ht.  but  as 
to  whether  John  and  James  were  the  sons  of 
John  and  Rachel  (Wells)  Wright  or  not  I  do 
not  know. 

We  know  that  John  and  Rachel  (Wells) 
Wright  were  living  in  South  Carolina  at  the  birth 
of  their  oldest  child  Charity,  in  1743  and  it  is 
believed  by  some  that  a  part  if  not  all  of  their 
large  family  of  IS  or  20  children  were  born  there. 
They  were  members  of  Friends  and  held  mem- 
bership in  the  Bush  River  Meeting  after  its  for- 
mation in  1772. 

Sometime  about  17S0  we  find  the  family  in 
North  Carolina  and  it  is  the  belief  of  the  writer 
that  during  the  invasion  of  the  Briti.sh  in  South 
Carolina  during  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  the 
Wrights  being  Quakers  and  opposed  to  bearing 
arms  were  forced  by  circumstances  to  move  on 
toward  the  wilds  of  Tennessee. 

We  find  them  in  North  Carolina  during  the 
time  when  that  notorious  Tory  and  scourge  of 
humanity,  Col.  David  Fannin,  held  a  large  part 
of  the  Deep  River  section  in  continual  terror. 
We  next  hear  of  them  on  the  Holson  river  in 
Tennessee.  Tradition  informs  us  about  this 
time  all  able  bodied  men  were  drafted  into  ser- 
vice as  Colonial  soldiers,  owing  to  the  stong  hold 
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the  British  had  gained  in  South  Carolina,  and 
the  defeat  of  Gen.  Gates'  army  by  the  British 
which  had  greatly  weakened  the  Colonial  cause. 
Before  this  time  the  Quakers  had  been  exempt 
from  bearing  arms,  but  they  were  now  drafted 
into  service  and  those  of  them  who  felt  that  they 
cunld  not  c<inscientiously  take  up  arms  in  de- 
fence of  their  country  began  to  fly  to  that  wild 
region  of  Tennessee. 

Isaac  Wright  being  then  about  16  or  18  years 
of  nge  did  not  deign  to  fly  from  the  call  of  his 
country  and  accordingly  engaged  himself  to  haul 
provisions  for  the  Colonial  army. 

Alter  his  marriage,  he,  with  other  members  of 
the  family,  took  claims  on  the  Indian  side  of 
the  Holson  river.  They  lived  in  continual  ter- 
ror of  the  Indians  all  the  time.  One  time  an  a- 
larm  was  given  that  the  Indians  were  coming. 
Mrs.  Asenath  Haworth  George,  of  Earlham.  la. 
in  speaking  of  the  incident  says:  ".My  grand- 
mother was  a  little  girl  about  eight  years  of  age, 
her  parents  put  her  over  the  fence  while  they 
fixed  things  about  the  house.  They  all  got 
safely  over  the  river  before  the  Indians  came." 

In  1813  Isaac  Wright  moved  to  Indiana,  set- 
tling in  the  timber  lands  where  he  built  a  log 
cab?n  in  which  he  left  his  daughter,  Ann  Mur- 
dock  and  her  three  small  children,  while  he 
went  back  to  Tennessee  for  the  remainder  of  his 
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fnniily.  Ann  Miirtiock  was  llieii  a  widow,  her 
hiisbaiui,  Jv'r.ii  Miir('.ock,  havir.^  ilicil  in  Ten- 
nessee sonietiiue  pr^'vious. 

Isaac  Wri^lit  anii  his  wife  afterwanl  moved  to 
Vermilion  coiinly,  Illinois,  twelve  uiiles  Ironi 
Georijetown  wliero  ihey  lived  with  their  son 
Pryor  and  afterward  moved  w:lh  him  back  to 
Indiana,  probably  near  New  London,  where 
they  l),ith  died.  Is.uic  was  a  miller.  The  mill 
was  situated  near  the  house  and  was  run  by 
liorsc-power.  He  tended  the  mill  and  his  son 
Pryor  did  tlic  farm  work. 

In  a  later  p.iper  concerninsr  the  KeiUMloj;y  of 
the  Wrii^ht  tamdy  I  hope  Xo  have  in.>re  to  say 
about  this  particular  branch  ol  the  lauidy,

His 
father,  Daniel  Dillon,  was  the  son  of  William 
Dillon  who  came  to  America  from  Doublin 
Ireland,  in  1724.  settling  in  Frederick  county 
Virtrinia. 

The  children  of  Thomas  and  Margaret  (Dil- 
Ion)  Haworth  are:  David,  Caroline,  Polly  A., 
Terrance,  Lydia.  Williamson,  and  Ella.  No 
further  information  have  I  received  concerning 
this  family  except  that  Lydia  married  a  Men- 
denhall  and  now  lives  at  Richmond.

Stephanus  Haworth.  first  son  of  George  the 
Emi-rant,  lived  in  Virginia  it  is  said  on  the 
Opekan  river.  He  moved  from  \'irginia  to 
North  Carolina,  settling  in  Rowan  county, 
probably  on  the  Yadkin  river.  I  find  in  th  e 
marriage  register  of  the  New  Garden  Friends 
meeting.  Guilford  county,  a  certificate  of  his 
son  SUphanus  Jr's  marriage.  I  here  reproduce 
the  certificate  entire:

No  mention  is  made  in  the  record  as  to  whose 
son  this  Richard  was,  and  stranue  as  it  may 
seem  no  record  of  )iis  marriaj^e  can  be  found  in 
the  meetin^rs  of  Guilford.  Tlie  name  of  liis 
third  child  makes  me  believe  that  he  (Kicliurd) 
was  the  son  of  Slephanus  Jr.  wh^se  wife  yii 
remember  was  Kliznbeth  Shepherd  before  mar- 
riage. As  to  what  became  of  these  children  I 
know  not. 

We  are  told  that  PhcL-be,  a  .lan^^l-.ter  of  Ste- 
phanas Sen.,  married  Joseph  Hv),kttt  and  I  am 
much  inclined  to  believe  that  the  descendants 
of  tllis  Joseph  are  the  ones  who  later  married 
back  into  tlie  Haworth  family.  Miss  Mary  K. 
George,  of  Karlham,  Iowa,  in  a  letter  to  me 
gives  some  account  of  the  descendants  of  a 
Hocket  who  married  Sallie  Thornbnrgli  and 
whose  descendants  married  back  principally  in- 
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to  the  family  of  George  Haworth,  son  of  James, 
son  of  Kmitrrant. 

If  there  is  any  reader  of  the  Rvxokd  who  can 
tell  us  anything  concerning  these  Hocketts  let 
us  hear  from  them  at  once.  If  you  only  know 
a  little  let  us  have  the  benefit  of  that  knowledge, 
perhaps  others  of  the  family  can  supply  a  little 
more  and  by  and  by  we  can  gather  the  entire 
history  bit  by  bit  when  if  we  should  wait  for  it 
entire  perhaps  we  would  never  get  it.

-that  I  had  received.  I  have  endeavored  to 
complete  the  genealogy  but  have  been  unable 
to  do  so  and  thinking  that  its  publication  might 
awaken  an  interest  in  the  matter  I  have  deci- 
ded to  publish  what  I  have.

Dear  Sir, — I  will  answer   your   letter   today. 

I  got  my  father  to  write  what   he   knew   about

you  spell  it  Haworth  and  he  didn't  know  if 
these  were  the  Hayworths  you  wanted  or  not. 
I  will  send  you  what  my  father  wrote  and  if 
you  want  to  know  any  more  I  will  try  to  find 
out  what  I  can.  There  are  a  great  many  Ha- 
wortbs  in  Indiana.

few  small  clnes  he  has  failed  in  all  his  efTorts.  Tradition 
says  that  he  married  in  North  Carolina  but  I  have  failed  to 
llnd  any  record  ,.f  his  marna-e  in  the  Friends'  Meclints  of 
Onilford.  The  old  records  of  Kowan  mi-ht  i;ive  some  in- 
formation but  thus  far  I  have  been  denieil  the  privilej^e  of 
seeing  them. 

I  am  satisfied  that  when  he  li\ed  in  Pari,  county  Indiana 
in  1843  he  had  a  family,  but  the  names  of  hi,  children  are 
unknown  to  me.  John  and  I.ucy  llaworlh  in  their  letter 
published  on  page  log,  110,  Vol.  :  Ivecord  mentions  this 
same  Stephanus  in  the  closing  lines  of  their  letter.

A  FEW  NOTES. 
I  am  now  trying  to  get  together  all  the  facts, 
traditional  and  authentic,  concerning   the  Dil- 
lon family  and  I  hope  in  a  short  time  to  publish 
an  account  of  them. 
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It  was  my  intention  to  publish  a  short  sketch 
of  the  life  of  Dr.  Isaac  Sumner  Wright  but  I 
have  not  yet  received  the  copy.  I  hope  later 
to  be  able  to  do  so. 


During  the  four  years  1751 — 54  sixty-eisht 
Quaker  emigrants,  mostly  younu  men  unmar- 
ried, came  to  Cane  Creek,  a  Quaker  settlement 
in  Alamance  County,  North  Carolina.  Amons 
the  number  we  find  John  Stanfiekl  from  Newark 
in  Kennet,  Pennsylvania.  He  is  doubtless  the 
ancestor  of  John  Stanfield  who  later  married 
■Sarah  (Sally)  Dillon,  daughter  of  Peter  and 
Elizabeth  (Haworth)  Dillon.  We  are  also  in- 
formed that  a  Dillon  family  from  Hopewell, 
Virginia,  came  also  in  this  emigration.  We 
are  further  told  that  this  Quaker  settlement  at 
Hopewell,  or  Opeckon,  was  establislrad  in  1732 
by  Alexander  Ross  and  a  company  of  Quakers 
who  crossed  the  Potomac  from  Maryland  or 
Pennsylvania  and  obtained  a  charter  for  100,000 
acres  of  land  on  Opequan  Creek,  a  tributary  of 
the  Potomac,  in  what  it  now  Frederick  County, 
Virginia. 

James  Wright  came  from  New  Garden  Meet- 
ing in  Pennsylvania  in  1732.  Nothing  is  at 
present  known  to  the  writer  concerning  his 
ancestors  or  descendants. 

The  Meeting  called  Opeckon,  in  Virginia, 
was  the  same  place  referred  to  by  John  Myers 
59 


in  his  letter  to  England" wMch  bore  date  of 
1745.  He  mentions  the  names  of  George  Ha- 
worth's  children  saying:  Three  of  them,  Ste- 
pbanus,  Absalom  and  James  are  removed  to 
Virginia  to  a  place  called  Opeckon.  The  first 
two  are  married  amongst  Friends.  The  othef 
three,  James,  Mary  ard  George,  live  in  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania. 

We  learn  from  the  above  that  the  three  first 
children  of  George  Haworth  were  in  Frederick 
County.  Virginia  in  1745  and  they  too  were 
probably  among  the  migration  of  Quakers  from 
Pennsylvania  betv;een  1732 — 45. 

We  find  the  Quaker  emigrants  in  Bladen  Co., 
North  Carolina  as  early  as  1743  and  some  of 
the  V/right  families  were  there  also.  They,  it 
is  supposed,  were  from  Pennsylvania,  but  we 
do  not  know  whether  they  had  come  through 
Virginia  or  not. 

Sometime  between  1751—54  Thomas  Carr 
came  from  Gunpowder.  Maryland  to  Cane  Creek 
in  Alamance  County,  North  Carolina.  In  the 
same  emigration  Thomas  and  William  Th.^rn- 
burg  and  a  few  families  of  Dillons  joined  the 
migration  at  Hopewell  or  Opeckon  Virginia. 
They  all  settled  at  Cane  Creek  in  Alamance. 

Herman  Husband,  the   noted   leader  of  the 
Regulators  of  the  Revolution,  was  at  one   time 
a  member  of  Cane  Creek  Meeting  but  was  dis- 
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owned  by  that  body  Jan.  7,  1764.  Husband's 
wife,  Marj',  w;is  a  sister  to  Jesse  and  William 
Pugh  who  were  both  disowned  by  same  uieet- 
inx  in  1771  for  joining  the  Regulators  under 
Husband.  Daniel  Dillon,  son  of  Daniel  and 
Lydia  (Hodgsiai)  Dillson,  also  of  Cane  Creek, 
married  Ann  Pugh  a  sister  to  Husband's  wife. 
Young  Dillon  was  also  in  sympathy  with  the 
cause  of  the  Regulators  but  not  beinjj  so  out- 
spoken as  the  others  was  never  disowned  by 
the  church. 


The  Quakers  were  a  peaceable  people  and 
opposed  to  war, there  was,  however,  an  element 
in  the  society  who  seemed  to  favor  the  Ameri- 
-can  cause  during  the  Revolution  and  they  ac- 
cordingly separated  themslves  from  the  old  body 
of  FViends  and  assumed  the  name  of  Free  Qua- 
kers, '\hey  then  entered  the  American  army. 

I  have  often  wondered  if  Isaac  Wright,  who 
married  Susannah  Haworth,  daughter  of  Rich- 
acd.  was  one  of  this  class.  We  are  informed 
that  he  was  in  the  Colonial  army  although  be 
did  not  carry  a  gun. 

'  I  have  lately  received  a  long  account  of  the 
Dillon  family  from  Mr.  Henry  Dillon  of  Shel- 
don, 111.  I  now  have  much  valuable  matarial 
concerning  the  family  and  as  soon  as  I  can  get 
a  few  other  papers  I. shall  publish  them. 
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I  have  received  some  information  concerning 
a  branch  of  the  family  descended  from  Absalom, 
son  of  George  Haworth,  the  Emigrant,  through 
.Mrs.  Hattie  K.  Nelson.  Fairbury,  Xeb.,  and 
her  sister  Mrs.  K.  H.  Hinshaw.  Washington, 
D.  C.  I  intend  to  publish  the  account  as  soon 
as  I  can  get  it  a  little  more  complete. 

William  Coates,  ancestor  of  the  Coates  who 
later  married  into  the  family  of  James  Haworth, 
son  of  Nathanel,  son  of  Absalom,  son  of  the 
Kmig^rant,  was  living  at  Bush  River,  South 
Carolina  in  \~i>2. 

The  older  members  of  the  Edninndson  family 
whose  descenil.ijits  later  married  into  the  family 
of  Peter  Dillon,  were  living  at  Bush  River  in 
1772.  They  had  come  in  the  great  Quaker  mi- 
gration from  Pennsylvania,  passing  tlirough  the 
Quaker  settlements  in  Virginia  and  North  Caro- 
lina settling  at  Bush  Rivfcr.  When  the  tide  of 
emigration  a;4!iin  turned  toward  Wriglusville, 
Geor;;ia  and  (ireen  County,  Tennessee  the  Hd- 
mundson  tnmilies  followed  and  in  1790  we  find 
them  in  Green  County,  Tennessee  at  which 
place  they  married  into  the  family  of  Peter 
Dillon. 


A  family  of  Haworths  (James  or  Stephanus, 
probably  James.)  came  from  Hopewell,  Virgin- 
ia to  Bush  River  in  1772. 
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(Concluded  from  last  page  of  cover.). 

This  call  was  well  resppaded  to.  Nine  states 
and  one  territory  were  represented.  Badges 
were  j)rep:ired  and  worn  so  that  the  Haworths 
inii,'ht  l)e  known.  The  sessions  of  the  Yearly 
.\Iietin;X  thus  hecame  part  of  the  reunion  which 
«iiCni>ied  two  days  after  the  meeting  closed. 

At  tliat  time  the  name  "  Haworth  Asscciation" 
l)()tli  for  National  and  State  Reunions  was  adopt 
I'd.  and  steps  were  taken  to  organize  the  states 
represented. 

The  Indiana  Association  was  then  organized 
witli  John  I).  Haworth, 'of  West  Newton,  Ind., 
as  President.  This  association  was  to  meet 
each  year  except  the  years  when  th^  National 
Association  met,  and  so  far  as  I  know  this  bas 
heen  <lone. 

One  of  the  prime  objects  of  the  Association 
as  stated  at  the  first  National  theetinj;  was  "To 
put  on  foot  influences  tisat  sbcU  be  for  the  good 
of  the  family."  •  I  think  tbc;  VSis  has  been  kept 
in  mind  at  all  the  Stcte  rsi::;Jons,  znd  while  the 
social  features  have  beea  tfcoroujhly  enjoyed, 
there  has  always  been  a  high  tone  of  moral 
.sentiment  and  religious  spirit.

On  the  l.'^th  of  June  190f)  a  letter  was  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  John  \V.  Haworth.  of  Aurora. 
Nebraska,  in  which  he  said:  "I  will  send  you. 
in  a  few  days,  a  record  of  our  ftunily  as  far  back 
as  I  can  trace  them."  This  letter  and  sub- 
scription to  Rix'OKD  was  duly  ackiiovvled>;ed 
and  in  July  following  the  below  letter,  accom- 
panied by  a  chart  of  the  family,  was  received.

After  receiving  the  above  letter  and  chart  of 
the  family,  an<l  fimliiij;  that  Mr.  Haworth  had 
traced  his  genealogy  hack  to  Slephaniis  Ha- 
worth who  was  horn  Dec.  9,  173'),  prohahly  in 
Hucks  Coutity,  Peini.sylvania,  and  not  beinji 
able  to  locate  the  saiil  Stepliaiins  in  any  line  of 
the  family  I  accurdinuly  wrote  him  a  long  let- 
ter askin;;  many  quotions  which  it  seems  he 
could  not  answer  and  he  turned  my  letter  over 
to  his  sister  from  whom  I  received  the  follow- 
ing letter:

My  grandfather  and  ail  his  children,  except  two.  were 
born  in  Philadelphia.  They  moved  from  there  in  1S36  to 
Rural  Dale.

My  grandfather,  John  Haworih.  had  sister*  but  I    am  in- 
clined to  believe  him  an  only  son.      One    sister   was    Ann,

ty, Pennsylvania, 

You  ask  what  had  become  of  the  children  of  John  Ha- 
worth. All  are  dead  except  Steven  L.,  whose  address  is 
Zanesville,  Ohio;  Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Harlan,  Rural  Dale, 
Ohio;  and  Mrs  Sarah  A.  Trimble,  also  of  Rural  Dale.  My 
aunt,  Mrs.  E.  A.  Harlan,  always  lived  with  my  grand  par- 
ents and  she  laisht  know  more  of  the  family  than  any  one 
clco.

In  some  of  the  records  of  the  descendants  of 
this  Stephanus  Haworth  which  have  been  sent 
sae  it  is  stated  that  he  had  a  son  John  born  at 
Mt.  Holly.  N.  J.,  July  3,  1792.  Early  ia  the 
month  of  May  I  wrote  the  post  master  at  Mt. 
Holly  asking  if  there  v;ere  any  Haworths  now 
living  at  or  cear  the  town,  also  if  there  was  a 
Quaker  church  at  or  near  the  town  as  early  as 
1792  and  if  the  records  of  such  church  vferz  yet 
in  esistence.  On  the  16th  of  May  the  below 
letter  was  wril"ten  me  by  the  post  master.

The  records  of  this 
Monthly  Meeting  began  in  1775  sad  are  very 
voluminous.  They  are  hept  in  a  £re-proof 
safe  in  the  meeting  house  of  which  I  ata  custo- 
dian. I  have  examined  the  records  of  the  snesa- 
bership  of  this  meeting:  which  go  bad:  beyond 
the  year  1775,  also  the  records  of  c:arriage3 
from  1675  and  record  of  births  from  azzns  date, 
also  record  of  deaths  from  1775  and  I  dozot  find 
the  name  Haworth  therein.

All 
of  the  older  Hawcrths  were  nienibers  of  the 
Scciely  of  Friends  and  this  E;:Tiicular  branch  of 
the  family  were  well  supplied  with  this  world's 
goods,  consequently  had  they  lived  in  the  coun- 
ty wherein  lit.  FloUy  is  located  their  names 
would  have  been  on  the  records  of  the  connty.

OBJECT  OF  OUR  REUNIONS. 
In  times  past  the  heathen  Chinaman  and  the 
devout  Jew  kept  strict  account  of  their  lineage, 
but  the  ordinary  civilized  mortals  of  that  time 
v/ere  much  like  the  boy  who  said  be  could  trace 
his  lineage  back  to  his  father  but  no  farther. 
We  can  do  a  little  better  than  that  for  mi)St  of 
us  can  name  our  grand  parents,  but  we  stop 
there.  Family  relicts,  old  letters'  and  such 
things  as  connect  us  with  distinguished  per- 
sonages were  preserved,  but  the  family  histor>- 
as  a  family  was  not  much  in  mind.  But  a  few 
years  ago  many  people  became  curious  to  kiiow 
who  they  were,  whether  to  verify  the  theories 
of  Charles  Darwin  or  merely  from  natural  curi- 
osity, I  do  not  know:  but  the  fact  remains  th.nt 
many  began  to  construct  genealogical  talks 
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arnl  family  trees,  atid  a  spirit  of  inquiry  aroc3, 
s.)  tliat  when  meeting  One  of  the  same  name  the 
question  was  asked,  "Who  are  you,  and  who 
were  your  parents?"  Such  inquiry  being  ex- 
tended back  enlarged  the  realm  of  blood  rela- 
tionship and  kindred  interest  until  larae  num- 
bers joined  in  common  association  and  family 
reunions  became  the  order  of  the  day.  Nov/ 
they  are  almost  innumerable.  Brockside  Park 
seems  to  be  a  favorite  ujeeting  place,  and  for 
weeks  different  family  reunions  have  been  an 
almost  daily  occurence  here.

Asa  Tuttle,  who  married  Emeline.  the  daugh- 
ter of  John  Howard,  was  descen<led  from  one 
of  the  oldest  Quaker  families  in  New  England. 
He  was  a  minister  of  the  Friends'  church  and 
the  first  twelve  years  of  his  married  life  were 
spent  as  a  missionary  among;  the  Indians.  His 
work  in  this  field  grew  and  prospered.  Four 
children  were  born  to  them  three  of  whom  died 
in  childhood.  The  youngest  child,  Joseph  E., 
is  now  in  business  in  New  Orleans,  La. 

Samuel  Hoover,  who  married  Sarah  Howard, 
was  an  extensive  farmer  and  stock  raiser.     He 
had  a  large  family  only  six  of  whom  lived  to  be 
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grown.     As  soon    as   they    were    married    they 
settled  on  farms  near  their  father  and  mother. 

The  Edmundson  family  mentioned  on  page

There  is  a  tradition  in  the  family  which  says 
that  James  Haworth,    son   of   the    Emigrant, 
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served  as  a  soldier  in  the  war  of  the  Revohition 
and  that  lie  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Guil- 
ford Court  House  in  1781.  I  have  no  proof  at 
my  coiiunand  to  verify  this  tradition  and  in  fact 
I  donot  believe  that  he  served  any  length  of 
time,  if  at  all,  in  the  army.  It  is  my  belief 
that  his  home  was  near  the  scene  of  this  battle, 
and  if  present  he  was  one  of  the  raw  recruits 
spoken  of  by  Wiley  in  his  History  of  North 
Carolina.

I  will  commence  a  history  of  my  mother's 
life  and  what  she  went  through.  Her  father's 
name  was  William  Dillon,  he  was  born  in  Ire- 
land, as  near  a«  I  can  remember,  about  the  year 
1715,  and  came  to  America  with  his  father 
when  he  was  nine  years  old,  settling  near  where 
Winchester  now  is  in  Frederick  County,  Vir- 
t;inia.  Ho  stayed  there  until  he  became  a  man.

He  married  and  raised  a  family  of  sev,.:-  cliild- 
ren.  My  mother  was  the  youngest  m  I.vl-  girls 
and  two  boys.  She  was  eighteen  ytnrs  uf  age 
at  the  commencement  of  the  Revolutioniny  war. 
She  was  married  at  the  age  of  20  to  Edward 
Wright  in  \'irginia  and  continued  there  alter 
her  marriage  about  four  years.  They  had  two 
sons,  Isaac  and  William.  They  removed  to 
Tennessee  in  the  year  17S2.  My  bri>ther  Will- 
iam was  about  four  weeks  old  when  they  started. 
They  settled  in  the  woods  on  Lost  Creek,  near 
the  Holson  river,  in  JetTerson  County.  That 
being  an  entirely  new  county,  game  of  nil  kinds 
being  plenty. 

My  brother  Isaac  died  when  about  four  ytars 
old.  They  >tayed  On  Lost  Creek.  Tennessee, 
'till  the  year  lt-00.  that  being  the  year  in  which 
I  was  born,  I  being  the  ninth  child.  My  broth- 
er William  was  the  oldest  then  living;  he  being 
about  1')  years  old.  There  were  five  girls  and 
four  boys.  My  parent.,  moved  to  Ohio  in  May 
ISO],  and  stopped  at  the  Falls  of  Paint,  near 
where  Bainbridge  now  is.  in   Ross  County. 

There  was  a  few  settlers  there  at  that  time. 
We  had  not  been  there  long  before  we  were  all 
taken  down  with  chills  and  fever,  my  father 
and  my  sister  Ruih  both  died,  so  my  motl-.er 
was  left  with  eight  children  in  a  wilderness. 
When  the  family  got  so  they  could  look  around 
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my  brotlier  William  and  my  mother  boujrlit 
l;iiul  on  Buckskin  Crtt-k,  below  Greenfield,  and 
stayed  there  nearly  two  years  and  then  swapped 
the  land  for  the  land  where  I  now  live. 

In  the  year  ISd.^  my  brothers,  William.  Solo- 
mon and  John,  came  over  here  and  cut  loj^s  and 
built  a  cabin  of  round  lo-is  with  split  slabs  for 
the  floor.  It  was  covered  with  four  foot  boards 
with  hickory  plys  for  joists.  At  that  time 
there  were  but  two  families  livinjr  near  us,  Na- 
thaniel Pope  and  John  Bales.  Pope  lived 
where  Joel  Wright  now  lives.  The  country 
was  new  and  game  of  all  kinds  was  plenty. 
The  Indians  often  came  to  trade  for  corn  and 
rode  tlicir  ponies,  the  women  would  have  their 
hair  huny;  with  little  trinkets  of  silver.  The 
men  jienerally  had  a  jrun  and  several  doyjs  as 
they  lived  principally  by    hunting. 

In  two  or  three  years  after  we  settled  here 
we  built  an  other  cabin  joining;  the  one  we  then 
lived  in  and  which  is  still  standinjj  here  yet. 
In  a  few  years  people  began  settling  in  the 
neighborhoud.  There  was  Jonathan  Barrett 
oauie  from  Virginia  in  1805  and  bought  out 
'Pope.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Palin  bought 
where  Moses  Milner  now  lives,  and  then  Bev- 
etly  Milner  came  from  Virginia  and  bought  out 
P.iliii.  Daniel  Burgess  came  from  Virginia 
and  settled  where  Beverly  Burgess  now  lives. 
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In  ISIO  when  we  came  here  our  nearest  place 
of  trade  was  Chilacothe  and  the  mills  were  on 
Paint  Creek  about  the  Falls.  In  a  fi-^v  vcnrs 
Jacob  Bales  setlU<l  on  Hardin's  Crock  ami  limit 
a  mill  near  where  James  Banks  now  livis  ;ind 
it  was  there  we  got  our  grinding  done.  Wr.en 
we  had  wheat  ground  we  had  to  bolt  the  tloiir 
by  hand.  I  have  turned  the  bolting  cloth  ni:niy 
times.  In  a  few  years  Phineas  Hunt  settled 
where  Wni.  Barrett  now  lives  and  built  a  mill 
on  Harilin"s  Creek  and  then  soUl  to  Samuel 
HulT  who  also  rebuilt  the  mill  and  also  built  a 
fulling  mill  where  Silas  George  now  lives. 

William  Stafford  came  here  about  the  year 
ISlH  or  18l).=i  and  bought  1(!00  acres  of  land  and 
Settled  his  boys.  Jonas,  Jaines,  John  and  Robert 
the.-eon.  Jonas  lived  where  Jacob  Tonikins 
lives;  and  Robert  where  Benjamin  Barret  lives: 
their  father  lived  where  John  Morrow  livid  un- 
til he  died  about  the  year  It-O". 

My  brother  William  was  married  about  1S05 
to  Rachel  Stafford,  daughter  of  Wni.  Stafford, 
and  settled  where  Denson  Barret  now  lives. 

My  brother  John  and  Able  Tliornbury  took  a 
trip  down  to  Orleans  in  the  year  ISll;  they 
went  down  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers  and 
came  back  on  foot  through  the  Indian  country. 
There  were  no  white  people  living  there  at  the 
commencement  of  the  last  war  with  the  British. 
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Jiilin  stayed  about  lintno  a  few  weeks  and 
llieu  went  to  old  Laiu-aster,  I'eniisvhania  and 
was  gone  nearly  a  year,  he  then  came  home  and 
settled  down  in  almnt  the  twenty -ninth  year  of 
lii>i  age.  He  was  married  to  Xancy  Brown  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  1S15,  then  he  and 
S  ilomon  moved  to  Randolph  County,  Indiana, 
rig-ht  where  Winchester  now  is.  In  the  winter 
of  ISl"  he  was  elected  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
C  )nimonpleas  and  s.rved  two  terms,  seven  years 
in  each  term.  lie  then  sold  out  and  moved  to 
Whitley  Connty,  Indiana.  He  had  three  child- 
ren, 'rile  older  ones  stayed  at  Randolph  Coun- 
ty, lie  dieil  a  sliort  while  after  his  removal; 
his  children  are  now  all  dead. 

Solomon  moved  to  Miami  Connty,  Indiana, 
and  married  Polly  Parson.  They  had  four 
children,  two  girls  and  two  hoys,  the  boys  still 
live  in  Miami  County,  I  do  not  know  where  the 
girls  are. 

When  we  settled  where  we  now  live  the 
spring;  we  now  u?e  was  over-gr.iwn  with  grass, 
and  was  a  real  mud  spring,  so  that  when  a 
person  walkcil  over  it  the  ground  would  shake 
for  ten  yards  around.  There  is  a  tree  standing 
near  the  spring  that  was  no  bigger  than  a  large 
walking  stick  when  we  came  here;  it  now 
nie.isnres  ten  feet  around  and  the  top  from  north 
to  south  is  over  100  feet. 
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.  When  we  settled  here  the  school  house  was  a 
small  log-cabin  with  a  log  cutout  for  a  window 
and  paper  pasted  in  it  in  place  of  glass.  The 
fireplace  was  ten  feet  wide.  The  benches  were 
made  of  slabs  and  were  arranged  to  sit  around 
the  fireplace.  Slabs  were  fixed  up  at  the  win- 
dow to  write  upon  and  that  was  the  chance  for 
my  education. 

-My  brothers  and  sisters  were  all  married  and 
I  lived  with  my  mother  until  I  was  nearly  23 
years  old.  I  then  married  .Margaret  KUis,  dau- 
ghter of  Thos.  and  Lydia  Kllis,  March  4,  1S22, 
and  lived  a  very  pleasant  life  for  twenty  years. 
We  had  ten  children,  six  girls  and  four  boys, 
seveu  of  whom  are  living.  .My  wife  died  Dec. 
2'K  IS41,  at  the  age  of  i5  years  and  5  months. 
I  lived  with  my  mother  and  the  children  until 
April  24.  1845  when  I  married  Ruth  Hunt,  the 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Lydia  Hunt.  We  lived 
together  3S  years  and  had  three  children,  the 
oldest  dying  when  two  years  old,  the  other  two 
still  live  with  me.  My  wife  died  March  y,  1«S3 
at  the  age  of  74  years  and  24  days.  My  moth- 
er died  Oct.  17.  1S55  being  •)-,  years  and  5  mo. 
old,     I  .still  remain  here  in  my  S5th  year.

L>aving  a  widow  and  the  above  twelve  children 
who  together  with  their  mother  emigrated  to 
E-es'.)u:g,  Highland  County,  Ohio,  in  1^03, 
s.-ttling  on  a  farm  where  Jemima  died. 

Of  uifiny  of  the  children  of  tl'.is  family  but 
liitle  is  to-day  known,  some  of  th.e  grand  child- 
ren and  great-grandchildren  of  Jcnama  (Ha- 
worth)  Wright  are  yet  living  near  Leesburg, 
and  Lexington,  Ohio. 

There  was  a  Sampson  Wright  who  was  a 
grandson  of  John  and  J^rjima  (Haworth) 
Wright  but  I  do  not  know  v\-ho  his  father  was. 
He  lived  on  a  large  farm  in  Clinton  County, 
Ohio.  He  had  tv.-o  children,  a  son  and  a  daugh- 
ter. The  son  married  and  had  two.  children 
when  he  and  his  wife  both  died.  Tbeir  two 
sons,  Emerr-on  and  Isaac  Wright,  are  now  en- 
•  'a"ed  in  the  Commission  business    in    Cincin- 


natti,  Ohio. 

Josliua  Wrisbt  son  of  John  and  Jemima  (Ha- 
worth)  Wrijjht,  niunied  Rvbtcca  Sumner  wlio 
had  emigrated  with  her  parents  from  North 
Carolina.  They  had  10  children. 
After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Rebecca,  he  married 
a  sister  of  George  Maley  a  famous  preacher  whose 
name  was  known  far  and  wide. .  They  lived  at 
Martinsville,  Ohio.  One  son,  named  James 
was  born  tothis  union,  he  became  a  lawyer  and 
died  unmarried.  !or  some  reason  unknown  to 
the  writer.  Joshua  and  his  wife  seperated  and 
hi  secured  a  divorce  in  Illinois  or  Indiana  to 
which  place  he  had  removed  from  Martinsville. 
He  then  moved  to  Texas  where  he  marrid  again 
and  had  three  children  named:  Thomas  EI- 
wood,  John  S,  and  Joab  who  were  yet  living  in 
Goliad  county,  Texas  in  1S61. 

He  .seems  to  have  been  a  diligent  reader  and 
an  exceedingly  bright  man.  He  wrote  a  philo- 
sophical work  about  the  future  state  of  man, 
what  proofs  of  immortality  we  had,  etc.  In 
the  work  he  touched  on  morals,  conduct,  mind 
etc.  Not  being  a  church  member  he  was  there- 
fore quite  liberal  in  his  views.  I  do  not  knov/ 
what  became  of  his  manuscript.  He  died  in 
Texas  in  1853  or  1855.

Betsey  Wright,  daughter  of  Joshua  and  Re- 
becca (Sumner)  Wright,  married  a  man  named 
Jennings.  They  lived  oa  a  farm  in  Indiana  for 
many  years  but  later  in  life  moved  to  the  town 
of  Cicero,  Indiana.  In  a  letter  to  the  writer 
Mrs.  Jennie  (Wright)  Willelt.  of  New  York' 
City,  in  speaking  of  her  aunt  Betsey  Jennings 
says:  "I  visited  her  at  Cicero.  Indiana,  about 
eighteen  years  ago,  although  eighty  years  of 
age  at  that  time  she  was  a  very  intellissnt  wo- 
man, full  of  v^it  and  good  butjjor.

SAMUEL  HAWORTH.  ninth  child  of  George 
and  Susannah  Haworth,  was  born  near  Green- 
ville, Tennessee.  March  10,  1797  and  died  April 
7,    1S6S.  He     was    buried    in    the    Friends 

Cemetery  at  Ai-kworth,  Iowa.  When  about  six 
years  of  age  his  parents  niived  to  Ohio,  settling 
on  Todd's  Fork  of  the  Little  Miami  river.  Here 
young  Samuel  remained  until  his  marriage  to 
Miss  Hannah  Haines  sometime  during  the  year 
1321.  Hannah  Haines  was  born  March  13, 
1800;  died  in  the  year  18Sf>  and  was  buried  be- 
side her  husl)an<l.  Soon  after  his  marriage 
Samuel  moved  to  Vermillion  County,  Illinois, 
and  in  June  1846  he  moved  to  what  is  now  War- 
ren County.  Iowa,  settling  on  a  farm  seven 
miles  east  of  where  Indianola  now  is  and  near 
where  the  little  town  of  Ackworih  was  after- 
ward located.

During  the  winter  of  18(>9 — 70  he  was  con- 
verted in  a  Friends'  meeting  at  .\ckworth,  Iowa 
conducted  by  a  noted  Oiiaker  preacher,  Nathan 
BiUard,  at  which  time  he.  iind  his  wife  and 
four  chiUIren.  united  with  tl'  Friends'  church 
and  remained  a  faithful  men   'er  until  Ivis  death.

He  moved  to  Scotts  Mills, 
Orejjon  in  the  year  IS'Jo  where  be  resided  for 
fi\e  years.  After  wliich  he  spent  four  years  in 
\Vas!iini;ton,  Kansas.  He  then  moved  with  bis 
son  Alfred  H.  Haworth  into  Oklahoma  where 
l:e  ilieil. 

On  coniiiijr  to  Iowa  he  entered  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acres  of  l.Tnd  seven  miles  east  of  the 
present  city  of  IiKli;ni>>la,  Iowa,  this  land  re- 
inainiiij-  in  his  po>stssion  until  his  removal  to 
Ori  >;on. 

Soon  after  their  settlement  in  Iowa,  he  with 
his  father,  Sanuiel,  and  his  brother,  John  H., 
e>tahli.-hed  a  saw  mill  near  their  farms  and  a 
little  later  a  flouring  mill  was  biiilded.  He  with 
his  father,  Samuel,  attendinfj  to  the  urindinji 
of  i\n\T  while  his  br.'ither  John  H.  sawed  lumber. 
This  niill  was  the  fir.st  steam  mill  in  that  part 
•  (if  the  state  and  was  known  far  and  wide  as  the 
"Haworth  .Mill."  The  settlers  coming  for 
many  miles  with  their  jurists  to  be  made  into 
flour  or  to  be  e.xchansed.  The  lumber  manu- 
factured here  became  the  building  material  for 
every  farm  house,  barn  and  bridge  within  a 
radius  of -twenty  miles. 

During  the  organization  of  Warren  County 
lie,  with  his  father  and  brother  John  H.,  took 
an  active  part  in  public  affairs.  His  name  ap- 
pearing many  times  in  the  history  of  Warren 
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County  as  rendering  various  public  services. 
He  was  a  juror  in  the  first  criminal  trial  held  in 
Warren  County,  Iowa,  the  verdict  being  $12.50 
and  costs  and  forty-eight  hours  in  jail.  He 
served  as  County  Recorder,  County  Commis- 
sioner and  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  an  early 
day. 

He  was  a  prime  factor  in  the  planning,  build- 
ing and  financial  support  of  AcUworth  Acade- 
my, an  institution  under  thef,ui<lance  of  Friends 
at  which  place  were  educated  many  of  the  child- 
ren of  his  own  family  and  those  of  his  neigh  • 
bors.  This  school  of  which  he  long  served  as 
a  trustee  was  for  twenty -five  years  a  local  cen- 
ter of  education. 

Aside  from  his  early  life  as  a  miller  he,  with 
his  brother  John  H.,  were  extensive  farmers 
and  stockmen,  employing  a  number  of  men  and 
furnishing  a  con,-.iderable  local  market  for  all 
kinds  of  farm  products.

At  the  a^^c  of  eighteen  years 
lie  cnlisieil  in  Co.  !■;.  6ist  re;;imeni  Ohio  Volunteers  Infant- 
ry and  servcil  soniethin;;  over  three  years  in  the  Civil  war. 
His  ijiandfalhcr.  riiomas  rcnnini;ton,  came  from  Mary- 
land  10  Ohio  in  iSid.  In  one  of  his  letters  to  the  writer 
speakini;  of  his  ancestors  Dr.  I'ennington  says;  "So  far  as 
I  have  lieen  ahle  to  learn  my  ancestors  were  of  Scotch- 
lin-lish  exiiaciion." 

Soon  after  the  Ciiil  war  Or.  Pennington's  father  came  to 
Warren  County.  Iowa  where  for  most  of  the  time  he  has 
since  resided.  1  )r.  Pennington's  mother  was  the  daughter 
of  Jeremiah  M.  and  Klizaheth  (Cinder)  llaworth,  a  pioneer 
child  of  Warien  County  and  aside  from  four  or  five  years 
residence  in  lies  Moines.  Iowa,  has  spent  her  entire  life  in 
the  county  of  her  liirih.  She  early  liecame  a  member  of 
the  progressive  branch  of  the  Friends'  church  at  Ackworth, 
Ij.va  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  same  branch  of  the 
church  at  Inilianola,  Iowa. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  has  the  distinction  of  being 
the  only  grandson  of  Jeremiah  M.  llaworth  and  for  this 
fact  is  given  much  family  attention,  being  as  he  says  in  a 
letter  to  me,  "in  turn  petted,  properly  spoiled  and  later 
charged  with  the  sacred  duly  of  keeping  the  family  history 
in  authentic  form,  and  even  10  this  late  date,"  says  he,  "I 
am  reminded  that  the  family  hopes  are  centered  in  me   and 
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lliai  family  prestat;c  i»  aililcil  to     or    taken    fron\    in    direct 
ratio  to  my  perMinal  succoscs  or  failures." 

lie  atien.leil  the  di>trict  school  of  his  native  county  until 
Lis  fuurieenth  year  when  he  entered  the  Ackworth  academy 
at  AcU«orth,  Iowa.  This  institution  was  lilerally  support- 
ed for  many  years  l.y  his  t;randfather  Jeremiah  M..  and  aKo 
l>yJohn  11.,  and  Georfe  1).  llaworlh.  It  was  under  the 
guidance  of  the  progressive  hraneli  of  the  Friends'  church, 
but  liberal  in  its  teachings,  receiving  on  its  enrollment  the 
boys  and  girls  from  the  countiy  around  regardless  of  their 
parenla^je  or  religious  belief.  The  fall  and  winter  terms  of 
the  four  ensuing  yeais  >vere  spent  in  this  school.  During 
the  time  lie  was  a  student  he  walked  the  distance  from  his 
home  of  two  miles  each   d.iy.    often     walking    the    distance 

.■\t  the  age  of  eighteen  years  he  left  this  school  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  class  of  |S.)4-  While  allendiiig  ihis  school  he 
helped  to  do  the  chores  on  the  farm  durin- the  fall  and  win- 
ter and  during  the  summer  he  cultivated  the  growing  crops, 
raising  horses,  cattle  and  hogs. 

It  was  a  custom  in  the  academy  for  each  member  of  the 
class  to  give  a  ten  minute  oration  during  commencement 
exercises.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  stopped  plowing  corn 
on  the  d.-iy  proceeding  eommencemcnt  to  prepare  his  speech. 

For  several  years  after  leaving  this  school  hew  a*  engaged 
in  the  occupation  of  farming  and  stock  raising  and  in  the 
meantime  taught  several  terms  of  fall  and  winter  school. 

In  September  igoi,  with  his  jiarents,  he  moved  to  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  spending  the  four  succeeding  years  in  Drake 
University,  graduating  from  the  medical  department  of 
that  institution  in  1904.  He  then  went  to  the  town  of 
Earlham,  Iowa,  asd  began  practicing  medicine  there  in  the 
spring  of  IQ05.     lie  is  now  located  at  Linden,  Iowa. 

Since  early  childhood  he  has  been  an  earnest  and  diligent 
reader  of  the  public  press,  taking  a  deep  interest  in    public 
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affairs  both  of  a  political  and  social  nature.  So  great  was 
his  love  for  books  during  his  boyhood  days  on  the  farm  that 
he  read  everything  he  cculd  borrow  or  buy  thus  adding  bit 
by  bit  to  his  literary  store.  His  leisure  is  now  spent  in 
reading  medicine,  current  events  and  law. 

In  social  life  his  experience  is  some  what  limited.  He 
has  a  few  close  friends  and  quite  a  long  list  of  acquaintan- 
ces his  earnest  desire  at  all  times  is  to  spread  the  optomistic 
doctrine  that  the  world  is  growing  better,  and  that  the  world 
to  come  must  be  a  decided  improvement  on  this  if  it  is  a 
better  one. 

During  the  summer  ..f  iS.ji;  Sjlvanus  llaworth  of  New 
Sharon,  Iowa,  at  the  snggesiioii  of  kev.  \Vm.  Terry  lla- 
worlh of  Oklahoma,  came  into  the  neighborhood  at  Ack- 
worth, Iowa,  fur  the  purpose  of  holding  a  local  family  re- 
union. The  Iowa  Stale  llaworth  Association  was  orgai.i- 
zed  at  this  time,  officers  elected  and  delegates  appointed  to 
attend  the  tirst  Naiional  keuuion  of  the  family  to  be  leM 
at  riainhcld.  Indiana. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  selected  as  the  lli-t.Tian 
of  the  Iowa  branch  of  the  family.  Until  this  time  Ic  I13.I 
taken  no  intere^t  in  family  genealogy,  having  froni  binli 
been  associated  daily  with  those  of  the  llaworth  11.  w.e  .1 
whom  he  could  not  tell  the  degree  of  relationship.  .\i  .lis 
time  he  first  learned  that  his  great  aunt,  I.ydia  Moorman, 
of  Ackworih,  Iowa,  had  in  her  possession  manuscripts  shov  . 
ing  the  early  history  of  the  family.  He  became  much  in- 
terested and  helped  Sylvanus  llaworth  prepare  an  outline 
chart  of  the  family,  listening  intently  to  all  conversation 
concerning  the  genealogy  of  various  branches  of  the  family. 
He  afterward  prepared  a  chart  of  his  own  in  the  pcparation 
of  which  he  was  greatly  aided  by  .Mrs.  Lydia  Moorman,  she 
supplying  much  information  from  memory.  It  seems  that 
he  made  no  permanent  note  of  many  thing  concerning  the 
family  as  related  by  Mrs.  Moorman.     In  a  letter  to   me    he 
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says:  "I  failed  to  make  permanent  note  of  many  thing;,  the 
told  me,  and  now  that  she  is  no  longer  living  these  facts  are 
forever  lost  to  the  family." 

Since  then  he  has  been  in  cotrespondeiice  with  various 
members  of  the  family,  prepared  several  charts  showing  the 
relationship  of  various  branches  of  the  family;  attended 
most  of  the  Stale  reunions  and  was  present  at  the  last  Na- 
tional Keunion  at  Iiulianola,  Iowa,  in  August  1907. 

About  three  years  ago  he  conceived  the  idea  of  collecting 
this  historical  data  of  the  family  and  putting  it  in  some 
permanent  form  with  the  intention  of  publishing  it  in  book 
f.>-m  at  some  future  date,  .\bout  this  time  he  became  ac- 
q  I  timed  by  mail  with  the  writer  of  this  sketch  and  for  the 
li-.i  iHuc  learned  of  the  publicaiioH  of  tlie  Hawokth 
l.KCuKl'.  a  small  magazine  devoted  to  collecting  and  pre- 
serving ihe  history  of  the  farnily.  Since  then  he  has  been 
a'">i'>lij>;;  the  writer  in  making  a  permanent  record  of  this 
diia.  In  one  of  his  letters  to  the  writer  in  speaking  of 
family  history  he  S3;s:  "The  study  of  i;cncaU-gy  reveals  the 
racial  and  family  cliaractcristics  of  a  people  and  perhaps 
a  iswers  partially  the  natural  desiie  of  man  to  know  his 
origin,  and  it  serves  in  a  way  10  fiireca»t  his  future  and 
purpose.  I  find  that  in  considering  our  family  as  a  unit  of 
the  whole  number  of  families  which  have  become  American- 
ized, we  have  a  lesson  in  social  .ind  political  evolution  that 
is  striking.  The  inhabited  trails  an<l  tendencies  of  this 
people  but  outline  and  suggest  the  social  evolution  of  the 
whole  nation.  The  basic  principals  of  social  life  as  re- 
vealed by  such  invcstig.iiion  are  applicable  to  all  families; 
to  nations',  yes,  to  the  whole  human  race."

(Dillon)  H;i worth,  was  born  in  North  Carolina 
2nio  1(>,  17S1:  Rachel  Wrijjht  his  wife  was  also 
born  in  North  Carolina  Imo  1,  1782.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  James  and  Sarah  (Haworth) 
.\Vrij;ht.  James  Haworth  and  Rachel  Wright 
were  married  in  North  Carolina  and  remained 
there  until  after  the  birth  of  their  two  oldest 
children,  Georj;e  and  Ruth,  when  they  removed 
to  Tennessee  on  horseback.  At  the  place  wheie 
they  stopped  a  company  was  then  forniinj;  to 
go  to  Ohio  and  procurinji  a  lar^e  two-wlueled 
cart  for  his  wife  and  babes  to  ride  in  and  gather- 
ing all  kinds  of  seeds  ready  to  plant  in  the  far 
West  he  joined  the  company  of  emigrants  and 
at  last  settled  in  Clinton  County,  Ohio,  near 
Dover  Meeting  house  where  he  stayed  until  he 
had  a  good  farm  and  the  Indians  bcnroraing  civil 
and  the  prairie-fever  breaking  out  on  the  27th 
of  May  1821  he  started  to  locate  new  lands  on 
the  Prairie  of  Illinois  returning  on  the  3rd  of 
July  following.  It  is  supposed  that  Shobel 
Ellis  accompanied  him  on  tliis  trip.

(1)  George,  1st  child  of  this  family  had  a 
hard  spell  of  sickness  when  quite  small  which 
settled  in  one  of  his  legs  which  made  him  a  cripple 
for  life.  The  town  of  Georgetown,  Illinois, 
was  laid  off  by  his  father  James  and  named  in 
his  honor.

Jame  Madison,  5th child  of   this  family   was 
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poisened  by  his  wife  and  died  on  the  23rd  of 
June  1S59,  in  the  24th  year  of  his  agje.  His 
wife,  Mary,  went  to  Oregon  v/ith  her  youngest 
girl,  Mary  Bailey  Wright,  and  died  there  llrao 
16,  1804.  George  Haworth,  son  of  James  and 
Rncliel  Haworth,  died  of  Colera  at  Georgetown, 
Illinois  "mo  27,  1S55. 

We  will  now  go  back  and  learn  something 
more  concerning  James  and  Rachel  (Wright) 
Haworth.  In  the  fall  of  1S22  he  loaded  his  t«o 
wagons,  one  a  fonr  horse,  and  one  drawn  by 
oxens,  he  hired  Richard  Stanton  to  drive  hi^  ox 
teatn.  He  had  several  saddle  horses  to  drive 
his  cattle  and  slieep,  his  daughter  Sarah,  rode 
one  of  these  saddle-horses  and  helped  to  ilrive 
them  beside  doing  her  part  of  the  work  in  the 
camp  at  night.  When  they  arrived  at  the  claim 
his  daughter  Sarah  was  missing  but  in  a  few 
minutes  came  up  loaded  with  a  fine  lot  of  grapes 
which  she  had  found.  Her  father  smiled  and 
said:  "Thee  conies  toournew  home  loaded  with 
the  fruit  of  the  land."  The  grass  was  so  high 
that  the  weary  horses  could  nip  it  without 
stooping  their  heads.  Rachel  looked  very  home- 
sick but  she  had  great  faith  in  her  husband's 
albility  to  manage.  They  harnessed  the  oxen 
to  a  small  log  which  they  dragged  round  and 
round  until  the  grass  was  all  leveled  down  so 
they  could  set  up  their  camp.  Soon  every  one 
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was  hustling  around  quite  lively.  They  first 
set  up  a  grind-stone,  as  there  were  axes  and 
sythes  to  sharpen.  A  shaving-horse  was  also 
set  up.  Some  of  them  began  to  mow  and  others 
to  cutting  logs  for  a  house  and  making  boards 
to  cover  it  with.  George,  the  lame  boy,  sat  at 
the  shaving-horse  and  soon  boards,  tables,  bed- 
steads, and  many  other  useful  things  were  made. 
They  had  been  so  heavily  U  aded  on  their 
journey  with  grain  and  provisions  for  a  large 
family  that  they  could  bring  but  little  properly 
with  them.  In  a  short  time  a  large  log-house 
was  built  but  they  did  not  move  into  it  until  the 
fall  rains  threatened  them.  The  girls  gathered 
gr.ipes  an  crab-apples  which  they  dried.  The 
app'>-s  came  in  nice  for  the  t.ible  as  they  could 
bring  only  enough  potatoes  for  seed.  Sheds  for 
horses  and  cattle  were  soon  built  and  covered 
with  prairie  grass  and  lots  of  hay  was  provided 
for  tlK*  stock  to  winter  on.  As  >oi)n  as  every- 
thing was  provided  for  winter  a  field  and  a  good 
orchard  were  cleared,  rails  were  split  on  the 
ground  and  brush  burned.  They  kept  from 
getting  homesick  by  being  busy.  In  the  spring 
they  made  lots  of  maple-sugar  that  they  might 
be  provided  for  good  eating  when  their  uncles 
and  aunts  should  visit  them  in  the  coming  fall 
and  winter  as  they  then  purposed  doing.  Game 
of  all  kinds  were  there  in  plenty  and  their  pelts 
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came  in  good  to  trade  on.  When  the  corn  V7as 
planted  and  gardening  done  a  man  by  the  name 
oj  Hamilton  Shannon  came  and  be^an  manufac- 
turing brick  for  a  new  house.  Some  of  the 
boys  ri^'ged  up  a  whip-saw  and  sawed  boards 
for  the  floors  and  doors  of  the  new  house,  when 
the  uncles  and  aunts  came  as  expected  they 
were  greatly  suppristd  as  the  amount  of  work 
that  had  been  done  in  one  short  year.  Ruth, 
the  oldest  d^^iiglUer  married  Richard  St-.niii  n, 
the  same  man  who  had  been  employed  l.>  her 
father  lo  drive  his  ox  team  to  his  new  prjine 
home,  and  their  children  were:  Rebecca,  J;.nies, 
John,  Muhlim,  Harrison,  Rachel,  Sarah  J.'ne 
(died  youny)  and  Elizabeth.  They  moved  to 
the  Miami  Reserve  in  Indiana  where  they  clean  d 
a  farm  on  Little  Wildcat  creek.  While  yet 
living  iliere  their  son  James  Stanton  enlisted  as 
a  soldier  in  the  Mexican  war  and  leaving  his 
sweetheart  he  tramped  to  the  scene  of  action. 
He  was  in  several  skirmishes  and  one  or  two 
hard  fought  battles  but  came  out  unharmed  and 
went  back  up  the  Mississippi  river  and  married 
his  sweetheart  whose  name  was  Rebecca,  in  the 
little  town  of  Covington  where  he  had  gone  to 
learn  the  blacksmith  trade.  Rebecca  Stanton, 
his  oldest  sister,  married  John  Draper  and  the 
two  young  conples  moved  to  Fort  Desmoin, 
Iowa,  where  James  settled  down  to  his  trade 
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and  there  he  now  lies  hurried.  His  wife  was 
a  beautiful  woman.  She  left  two  children  at 
her  death,  the  youngest  dying  a  short  time 
after.  James  married  his  second  wife  who  was 
an  orphan  with  a  small  brother  and  sister  de- 
pending on  her  for  their  support.  He  took 
and  reared  them  with  his  own  girl.  He  was  a 
fine  mechanic. 

John  and  Rebecca  Draper  settled  on  Middle

LETTER  FROM  JOH,\l  H.  HAWORTH. 


Nashville.  Okla.,  Sept.  23.  1907. 

DEAR  FRIEND:--  In  regard  to  these    olden 

times  of  our  fore-parents  1  will  say  if  any  of  them 

served  as  soldiers  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution  I 

never  knew  it.     They  seemed  to  be  a   peaceable 
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people,  opposed  to  war.  but  not  cowards  by  any 
means. 

Grandfather  and  seven  other  families  consti- 
tuted the  prime  part  of  the  settlement  in  Ten- 
nessee referred  to  by  Isaac  Posegate  on  page  43- 
46.  Vol.  2,  Record.  They  evidently  had  a  tough 
time  as  they  were  compelled  to  live  principally 
on  the  products  of  the  chase.  Grandfather  and 
James,  being  good  hunters,  were  depended  oa 
to  supply  the  settlers  with  bear  and  deer  meat 
which  was  their  principal  diet.  They  cleared  a 
smsJl  piece  of  land  and  seeded  it  to  rye;  when  it 
was  ready  to  harvest  they  all  gathered  in  and 
took  part  in  the  work.  It  was  thrcashed, ground 
and  made  into  bread  some  of  which  they  ate  for 
supper  on  the  same  day  it  was  harvested,  beins 
the  first  bread  they  had  tasted  in  many  weeks. 

They  were  molested  only  once  by  the  Indians 
during  their  settlement  in  Tennessee.  One  morn- 
ing  when  one  of  the  men  was  out  looking  for  his 
horses  he  was  fired  on  from  ambush  by  the  In- 
dians who  had  crept  into  the  neighborhood  the 
night  before.  Although  mortally  wounded  the 
man  returned  the  fire  of  the  Indians  wounding 
two  of  them.  The  men  of  the  settlement  he^stily 
armed  themselves  and  started  in  pursuit  of  the 
Indians  pushing  them  so  close  they  parted  leav- 
ing blood  on  two  trails. 

In  fne  fall  of  1811  Grandfather  drove  a  drove 
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of  200  hogs  from  his  home  in  Ohio  to  Detroit. 
Michigan,  200  miles  through  the  wilderness,  the 
hogs  lived  on  the  mast  during  the  journey.  On 
reaching  Detroit  he  butchered  the  entire  lot  of 
hogs  and  left  the  meat  to  sell  to  the  government 
for  the  army,  but  the  British  captured  the  fort 
in  the  next  year  before  the  meat  was  sold  and  he 
realized  but  little  on  it.  He  had  a  very  tough 
.time  on  his  return  trip,  being  afflicted  with  a 
lame  knee,  and  the  snow  being  very  deep,  he 
puchased  a  pony  and  an  army  blanket  and  one 
bushel  of  corn,  then  he  and  Uncle  Richard  who 
was  also  with  him,  started  for  home.  Grand- 
father rode  the  pony  and  Uncle  Richard  walked. 

At  night  they  would  scrape  the  snow  from  be- 
side a  log  and  build  a  fire,  they  woulb  peel  bark 
from  dead  trees  to  form  thoir  bed  and  would  cov- 
er themselves  with  their  blanket. 

One  day  while  crossing  a  river  on  the  ice  the 
pony  broke  through  an  air  hole,  the  water  being 
so  deep  it  could  not  climb  out  and  they  were 
obliged  to  cut  a  channel  in  the  ice  to  the  banks 
of  the  stream  to  get  it  out. 

An  Indian  came  and  invited  them  to  come  to 
his  house  and  spend  the  night,  they  went,  it  not 
being  far  from  their  course.  The  next  morning 
grandfather  asked  the  Indian  what  the  charge 
was  and  he  answered:  "You  .say  so."  whereupon 
grandfather  held  out  "four  bits"  and  the  Indian 
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took  It  saying.  "Thank  you".  This  was  the  only 
house  they  slept  in  during  the  journey.  They  used 
cut  money  for  change  in  those  days. 

In  the  winter  of  1843  my  father  and  1  took  a 
load  of  120  geese  to  Chicago  and  not  selling  all 
of  them,  and  the  snow  being  deep  we  hired  a  sled 
and  putting  our  coops  of  geese  thereon  we  went 
100  miles  futher  north  and  traded  them  for  dry- 
goods  which  wecarried  home  and  sold  our  neigh- 
bors. 

In  crossing  one  12  mile  prarie  we  psssed  no 
house,  the  wind  blew  and  the  snow  drifted  so  we 
could  scarcely  find  our  way.  I  got  my  feet  pret- 
ty badly  frozen  during  the  trip  which  lasted  for 
nearly  two  weeks.  Father  was  acquainted  with 
a  man  in  Wisconsin  and  we  stayed  with  him  four 
weeks.  I  saw  some  Indians  on  this  trip  they 
being  the  first  that  I  had  seen.  They  were  trav- 
eling in  the  snow  on  foot,  men  women  and  child- 
ren, how  they  passed  the  night  I  do  not  know, 
but  the  country  being  heavily  timbered  I  sup- 
pose they  builded  good  fires. 

My  father's  name  was  Samuel.  9th  child  of 
George  Haworth  who.  with  his  brother  James, 
went  with  Daniel  Boone  a  part  of  the  journey  to 
Kentucky  in  1773,  They  went  with  Boone  for 
the  purpose  of  looking  at  the  country  with  a 
view  to  moving  there  at  some  future  time, 

George  was  married  in  Virginia  and  James  was 
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not  married  at  that  time.  They  turned  back  be- 
fore the  party  were  attacked  by  the  Indians.  My 
father  was  born  March  10,  1797.  in  Tenricssee 
and  moved  with  his  parents  to  Ohio  in  the  fall 
of   1802.

6  GEORGE  D.  HAWORTH.  sixth  child  of 
Samuel  and  Hannah  (Haines)  Haworth,  was 
born  in  Vermillion  County,  Illinois,  Dec.  10.  1833; 
Married  Anna  Maria  Doan  March  21,  1861.  He 
came  with  his  parents  to  what  is  now  Warren 
County,  Iowa,  in  1846,  where  he  grew  to  man- 
hood. He  was  an  extensive  farmer,  stock  raiser 
and  shipper,  feeding  cattle  for  the  Chicago  mar- 
ket for  many  years.  He  was  a  progressive  and 
an  intellisent  citizen,  giving  of  his  means  and 
enerjjy  to  all  good  causes;  was  a  trustee  of  Ack- 
worth  Academy  for  many  years,  supporting  it 
financially  with  a  liberal  hand.  He  was  known 
in  his  part  of  the  county  as  George  D.  of  Linn 
Grove,  the  name  of  his  immediate  neighborhood 
which  originated  because  of  a  large  basswood 
grove  situated  partly  on  his  farm.  He  was  an 
invalid  during  the  last  two  years  of  his  life,  suf- 
fering intensely,  but  through  it  all  he  manifested 
a  christian  patience  and  fortitude.  On  the  6th 
of  December  1900  he  died  and  was  buried  in  the 
Friends  Cemetary  at  Ackworth,  Iowa.

""et  busy."  make  out  your  own  family  record; 
turn  everything  topsy  turvey  in  your  homes  un- 
til you  have  found  every  scrap  of  old  records 
and  old  papers  of  all  sorts. 

My  efforts  have  already  revealed    to   me    the 

fact  that  much  of  value  in  the  way    of    records. 

biography  and  family   history    has    never   been 

written  and  much  that  has  been  written  has   al- 
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ready  been  lost.  Judging  the  future  by  the  past 
these  losses  will  continue  unless  we  all  'get  busy' 
and  make  them  safe.  Then,  as  the  years  go  by 
and  our  generations  increase  and  continue  by 
emigration  to  scatter  over  every  widening  terri- 
tory, our  task  will  become  greater,  the  work 
more  difncult  and  our  efforts  much  less  sure  of 
guccecs  than  at  the  present  time. 

The  practical  value  of  genealogical  knowledge 
has  been  demonstrated  by  many  incidents  in  my 
life  here  in  the  Pacific  North  West.  It  has  en- 
abled me  to  make  relative  connection  with  many 
Haworths,  Mills,  (Mother's  people)  Mendenhalls 
Wrights  and  others  and  has  gained  for  me  many 
hours  of  profitable  companionship  and  social  en- 
joyment. A  lady  of  Vancouver,  Washington. 
born  and  raised  in  Ohio,  was  proved  by  our  gene- 
alogical knowledge  to  be  a  fourth  cousin.  Her 
husband  replied,  "that  does  not  amount  to  any 
thing."  "Oh,  yes  it  does  away  out  here,"  she 
answered.  Away  out  here,  and  away  out  other 
places,  means  much  to  thousands  of  people. 

The  genealogical  ignorance  here,  and  I  sup- 
pose elsewhere,  is  often  pitiable.  There  are  hun- 
dreds of  people  who  do  not  even  know  their 
grand  parents  name.  Many  of  them  tell  me 
they  would  be  so  glad  to  know  about  their  an- 
cestors. A  second  double  cousin,  whom  1  have 
never  seen,  wrote  me  the  other  day  from  Cali- 
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fornla  where  she  and  other  relatives  were  born 
and  raised,  "1  am  proud  of  the  good  old  stock 
that  my  mother  and  grand  mother  used  to  tell 
us  about.  We  want  the  magazme  m  which  their 
records  appear."  r     i   ,.

She  was  hurried  the  3rd  day  (Tues.)  at  the 
burying  place  above  mentioned.  This  letter  is 
not  only  a  relict  of  the  past,  but  is  of  historica 
imoortance  as  it  furnishes  me  with  the  date  of 
the  first  burial  in  Friende  old  burying  ground, 
now  Vermilion  Grove,  Vermilion  Co..  lUmo.s. 
where  He  all  the  old  pioneers  and  most  of  their 
venerations  since,  during  a  period  of  almost  a 
century.  This  letter  U  now  of  importance  to 
several  hundred  descendants  of  the  family:  re- 
vealing as  it  does  considerable  of  pioneer  life  m 
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that  then  wilderness  country  the  first  year  after 
both  of  my  grandparents  and  families,  and  oth- 
ers, from  Jefferson  County,  Tennessee,  located 
there.  One  of  my  sisters,  now  deceased,  must 
have  found  this  letter  somev/here  and  copied  it. 
as  it  is  in  her  hand  writing  and  was  found  a- 
mong  her  papers  after  her  death.  She  also  left 
our  parents  marriage  certificate  written  by  my 
grandfather,  John  Haworth,  first  Clerli  of  Ver- 
milion Monthly  Meeting.  It  was  written  with 
a  quill  pen  in  a  splendid  hand.  Dated  the 
"Twelfth  day  of  the  Third  Month  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight-hundred  and 
Thirty-five."  It  is  signed  by  Haworths,  Mills, 
Elmores,  Canadays,  Mendenhalls,  Bales  and 
other  settlers  as  witnesses.  My  sister  Vi^rote  me 
sometime  before  her  death  that  she  had  found 
this  certificate  among  some  old  papers  she  was 
burning. 

Now,  Relatives,  these  are  refered  too  simply 
as  samples  of  the  many  papers  that  have  been 
destroyed;  but  some  have  been  almost  miraclous- 
ly  and  in  unknown  ways  preserved,  ready  to  be 
brought  out  to  serve  us  and  future  generations. 
Hoping  the  information  and  offer  of  aid  in  this 
appeal  will  inspire  action  on  your  part,  and  as  a 
good  old  Quaker  minister  I  admonish  you  friends, 
"Dig  deepi  dig  deep!!  for  deep  down  in  your 
8tow-a-way  places  many  of  you  will  find    valua- 
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ble  old  relicts.  Trot  'em  out  before  the  Haworth 
public  that  we  may  all  learn  more  of  the  "rock 
from  whence  we  were  hewn;"  that  your  ances- 
tors 'beins  dead  may  yet  speak.'  We  want  to 
.  make  their  acquaintance  now,  why  not?

LEAVES  FROM  MY  NOTE  BOOK. 

In  1783  J.  F.  D.  Smyth,  an  Englishman,  made 
a  tour  of  America.  His  work  being  published  in 
two  volumes  in  London  in  1 784.  He  passed 
through  the  New  Garden  Settlement  of  Quakers 
in  Guilford  on  his  way  to  Salem  in  Forsyth,  Co, 
North  Carolina.  Writing  of  this  settlement  he 
says:  "We  passed  in  our  ride.  New  Garden,  a 
settlement  of  Quakers  from  Nantucket  in  Penn- 
sylvania. They.  too.  were  exemplary  and  in- 
dustriouo.  In  the  possessions  of  the  Quakers  a\1 
labor  is  performed  by  the  whites.  Everj  farm 
looks  neat  and  cheerful;  the  dwellings  are  tidy 
and  well  furnished,  abounding  in  plenty." 

William  Reese  and  his  mother  were  murdered 
in  the  Insurrection  of  Slaves  in  Southampton 
County,  Virginia,  on  the  border  of  North  Caro- 
lina, on  Sunday  night  Aug.  21.  1831. 

A  daughter  of  Herman  Husbands,    the    noted 
leader  of  the  Regulators  of  the  Revolution,  had 
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married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Wright  and  was 
living  on  Deep  River,  near  the  Buffalo  Ford,  in 
Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  as  late  as  the 
year  1771. 

James  Wright  was  elected  by  the  people  of 
Hertford  County,  North  Carolina,  as  a  member 
of  a  Congress  to  assemble  at  Halifax  on  Nov.  12, 
1776  to  prepare  a  civil  constitution  for  North 
Carolina. 


Joshua  G.  Wright  was  a  native  of  New  Han- 
over County,  North  Carolina,  and  a  member  of 
the  House  cf  Commons  from  179!  to  1801,  and 
Speaker  of  the  House.  He  was  elected  a  Judge 
in  1 808.  of  the  Superior  Courts  of  Law  and  Equi- 
ty, in  which  capacity  he  served  faithfully  the 
state  until  his  death  in  June  181 1. 

The  Mecklenburg  Declaration  of  Independence 
declared  at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  May  20, 
1775,  bears  the  name  of  David  Reese  as  one  of 
its  signers. 

In  a  recent  letter  to  me  Rees  Haworth,  Rich- 
land, Iowa,  writing  of  the  late  Chas.  B.  Haworth 
says:  "He  was  a  son  of  Allen,  the  son  of  John, 
who  was  the  first  Haworth  to  emigrate  west  of 
the  Mississippi  river.  He  crossed  the  river  at 
Burlington,  Iowa,  in  the  spring  of  1840,  settlirfg 
in  what  was  then  known  as  the  Black  Hawk 
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Purchase.  Iowa  Territory.  My  father,  Eli,  son 
of  James,  son  of  James,  son  of  Emigrant,  with 
his  wife  and  four  children  came  in  the  fall  fol- 
lowing and  settled  in  the  same  neighborhood.  I 
being  the  youngest  one  of  the  family,  am  now 
77  years  old.  There  is  but  two  of  us  now  living, 
Annis  Stalker  and  myself."

The  writer 
has  spent  considerable  time  in  collectins;  the 
information  herewith  presented  the  reader  and 
feels  sure  that  this  work  will  be  thankfully  re- 
ceived by  the  family,  even  though  in  many  in- 
stances he  has  been  guided  by  tradition    alone.

'■■  Luke^Dillon.  a  native  of  Kilkenny,  Irelaml, 
and  a  weaver  liy  trade,  won  tlie  affections  of 
Susannah  Garrett,  daughter  of  a  man  of  wealth 
and  fame  in  Ireland,  and  Married  her  against 
her  father's  wishes.  This  act  so  angered  .Mr. 
Garrett,  who  looked  upon  young  Dillon  only  .as 
a  common  laborer  and  much  inferior  to  his 
daughter,  that  he  disowned  and  disinherited 
her.  About  the  year  1710  young  Dillon  and 
his  wife  emigrated  to  .\nierica,  settling  some- 
where in  Pennsylvania,  where  he,  together  with 
his  wife  who  had  also  learned  to  weave,  sup- 
ported themselves  by  their  calling. 

Tradition  informs  us  that,  about  seven  years 
after  the  emigration  Luke>went  to  mill  horse- 
back, five  miles  from  his  home  and  started  on 
his  return  late  in  the  evening  facing  a  sei-ere 
snow-storm,  and  as  the  custom  was  in  that 
day  he  carried  a  bottle  of  whiskey  in  his  pocket 
believing,  as  many  before  him  had  done,  that 
by  partaking  freely  thereof  he  could  keep  him- 
self w-arni.  It  is  supposed  that  in  his  efforts  to 
ward  off  the  increasing  cold  he  drank  too  much 
and  becoming  intoxicated  alighted  from  his 
horse  and  sat  down  by  a  tree  where  he  fell  a- 
slecp,  from  which  sleep  he  never  again  awoke. 
There  by  the  side  ot  the  tree  he  was  found  six 
weeks  afterward.     His  horse,  when  freed  of  its 
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rider,  found  its  way  home  on  the  night   of    the 
storm. 

The  parents  or  ancestors  of  Luke  Dillon  are 
unknown  to  the  writer.  Three  children  were 
born  to  him  before  his  de;ith  and  a  fourth  one 
a  short  while  thereafter.  The  following  is  a 
record  of  his  family:

The  last  named  son  is  supposed  to  have  been 
killed  for  a  fine  gun  he  carriejJ. 

After  the  death  of  Luke^Dillon,  Senior,  his 
widow,  Snsaunah,  married  a  man  named 
Bridge  and  moved  near  to  Philadelphia  where 
more  children  v.'ere  born  to  her  and  it  is  said 
that  she  became  quite  wealthy.     ■ 

The  two  boys,  Dar.iel  and  William,  doubt- 
less joined  the  great  tidal  wave  of  Quaker  mi- 
gration Avhich  started  from  Pennsylvania  to  the 
Opeckon  or  Hopewell  neighborhood  in  Freder- 
ick County,  Virginia  in  1732.  Here  thej'  both 
settled  and  were  married  and  it  was  here  that 
William  Dillon  doubtless  spent  the  remainder 
of  his  life.  Tradition  informs  us  that  there  is 
a  little  creek  in  Frederick  County  which  yet 
bears  the  name  of  Dillon's  Run.    Xo  doubt  but 
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wli;:t  it  runs  through  ■.i]e  lands  once  owned  by 
the  Dillon  boys  and  it  was  Iiere  on  the  b.inks 
of  this  babbling  little  brook  that  one  of  tlie 
early  Frtinds'  churches  was  built  which  is  to- 
da.',   hn  >\\Vt  in  their  history  as  Djj^lon's  Run,   // 

It  was  h^re  that  the  Dillon  boys  first  met  the 
Haworth,  Rees,  Wright,  Stanfield,  Hockelt, 
Thorriburgh,  Hodgson  and  Fisher  families  who 
w-ere  in  the  Quaker  niigration  from  Pennsylva- 
nia .\(ter  a  short  stay  in  Frederick  County 
tlie  wave  of  emigiation  again  started  for  Cane 
Creek  in  Alamance  County,  X^orth  Carolina  and 
Bush  River  in  South  Carolina.  It  seems  that 
the  families  above  mentioned  including  many 
others  with  that  of  Daniel  Dillon  were  borne 
on  by  this  wave  of  emigration,  some  of  them 
stopping  at  Cane  Creek  and  others  passing  on 
to  Bush  River.  Daniel  Dillon  settled  at  Cane 
Creek  and  later  moved  to  Xew  Garden  in  Guil- 
ford County,  Xorth  Carolina.
